AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per G.O. Rt. No. 431 /74 /LBR 
dated 7-5-1974 . The issues referred for adjudication are as follows:--- 

“ (1) The seasonal closure of the copra purchase Depot, Alleppey . 
(2) Eligibility of the Gate Watchers for the service conditions of the 

last grade employees of the Company at Tatapuram . 
(3 ) Eligibilty of the Watcher, Komalapuram Estate for the service 

conditions ofGate Watchers of the Copra Purchase Depot,, 

Alleppey ." 
2 . Pursuant to summons the parties appeared and the Management 
and the Union No. 2 submitted their Vakalaths. Union Nos. 1 and 3 filed 
their affidavits and the case was adjourned for the claim statement of the 
Unions, 

3. Union No. 1 filed their claim statement in which they have 
contended as follows: 

“ The Town of Alleppey is the centre of copra industry from the very 
ancient days and a major portion of copra produced in the erstwhile State 
of Travancore is transacted at Alleppey from where it is exported to different 
parts of India and abroad . There are many firms dealing in copra and 
they work throughout the year . M /s Tata Company are one of the 
important dealers of copra at Alleppey and their Kannitta was working for 
the last 25 years here. M /s Tata Oil Mills are the large scale producers of 
coconut oil, cocogem , vanaspathy soaps, etc., and they consume fabulous 
quantites of coconut oil. The clerks of the Alleppey establishment of M /s 
Tata are sent from Tatapuram and the headload workers and watchers are 
recruited from Alleppey and employed . M /s Tata Oil Mills Company 
used to close down their Alleppey establishment by the advent of the 
monsoon on the pretext that the season is over and recall their ministerial 
staff and discharge their local workers. This unhappy procedure is not 
followed in any of the copra dealers in Alleppey . On the other hand they 
are carrying on their business through out the year. The workers have 
objected to the so- called seasonal closure and have demanded that it should 


co 


be stopped for once and all and the Kannitta should continue to work 
through out the year just like the other similar establishments in the area . 
Since the Management was not paying and heed to this demand , the matter 
was referred for adjudication . 

Issue No. 2 is regarding the eligibility of the service conditions enjoyed 
by the last grade employees of Tatapuram by the last grade employees of the 
concerned Branch at Alleppey. This discrimination is unreasonable and 
unjustifiable . A far in erior scale of pay is given to the last grade servants 
at Alleppey when compared with the last grade servants at Tatapuram . The 
demand of the last grade employees is that they must be treated on a par 
with the last grade employees of Tatapuram . 

Out of the four watchers, three are discharged seasonally and the 
remaining man is made to do the work of four watchers round the clock . 
Even when the Alleppey business is seasonally suspended there is enough 
work for four hands and the demand of the Watchers is that all of them 
must be employed ." 

The General Secretary concluded with a prayer that an award may be 
passed upholding their contentions. 
4 . 

In the claim statement filed by the General Secretary of the 2nd 
Union it is contended as follows: 

“ The Depot at Alleppey was commenced by the Management Company 
in the year 1953 and it was functioning continuously without closure till 1959. 
In 1959 the establishment was closed abruptly and it was restarted in 1960 
and thus illegal retrenchment of workers was going on . 
continued upto 1968 . The unfair and illegal practice of closing the factory 
during certain seasons in an year and the termination of certain workers 
without any basis were vehemently objected to by the Union in 1969 and 
on 16-9-1969 a conference was convened by the Asst. Labour Officer , 
Alleppey and certain decisions giving interim relief to the workers were taken 
in the meeting . There was an undertaking on the part of the establishment 
to stop the practice of retrenchment in the factory . In the year 1970 the 
Management attempted to violate the conditions of agreement reached on 
16-9-1969 and an agitation was launched by this Union . The Labour 
Department intervened and on 13-8-1970 a conference was convened . 
Though the conference did not settle the dispute, the Management agreed 
to pay Rs. 70 more, to each worker as ex gratia payment and also agreed 
to keep the existing rules relating to gratuity to the entire workers of the 
firm . Thereafter the factory was working continuously till January 1973 . 
In January 1973 when the Management made preparations for retrenchment 
the Union launched an agitation against the illegal practice and for 42 days 
various items of direct action were resorted to . Thereafter the matter was 
referred for adjudication and up to this date the establishment is continuously 
working. The present monthly wages given to the workers is Rs. 93.60 and 

This is not in 
6 paise as D.A. for 10 points coming above 550 points. 
accordance with the existing living conditions of Alleppey. Atleast 75% 
increase has to be given to wages with retrospective effect from 1970 . 


This system 


The industry that is carried on by M /s. Tata Oil Mills , viz ., manufac 
ture of vanaspathy, toilets, soaps etc., is a permanent industry in its nature 
and work . Such industrial units carry on work throughout an year without 
any sort of retrenchment or closure , So the claim of the workers that they 
should be given permanent work, bonus, provident fund , insurance and 
compensation of various kinds may be recognised and their long pending 
grievance redressed .” 

5. Union No. 3 was lagging behind in the matter of filing their claim 
statement and was incessantly applying for time. Since they were not 
filing their claim statement they were declared ex -parte . Thereafter the 
Union No. 3 filed petition and affidavit to set aside the ex parte order which 
was heard and inspite of the objections of theManagement the ex- parte 
order was set aside. 

6. In the claim statement of Union No. 3 they have contended that 
to the best of their knowledge there are 28 business concerns in Alleppey 
dealing in copra alone and 30 establishments dealing in copra as 
well as in oil, that the Tata Oil Mills, Alleppey is considered to be one ofthe 
leading purchasers of copra in the Alleppey market, that there are 11 head 
load workers in the Management concern at Alleppey, that they areworking 
under the Management for the last 10 to 15 years, that the Management, to 
suit their convenience and with the ulterior motive of denying legal benefits 
10 the workers, the head load work, is made to appear as being done under 
a contractor. They have also pointed out that under the various agreements 
between the Management and the Union the Management has taken the direct 
responsibility of implementing the payment of wages, leave with wages, wages 
for nationalholidays and fringe wages as per settlements . In fact the so called 
contractor , who is none other than a headload worker had no independent 
status of a contractor and there was no employer-employee relationship 
between the contractor and the workers. The Management Company is 
denying wages and other benefits to the headload workers on the seasonal 
closure of the copra purchase depot at Alleppey . The seasonal closure and 
denial of wages to the workers is illegal for the following reasons: 

* (a ) The seasonalclosure is a deliberate act purposely done with the 
ulterior motive of defeating the rights of the workers . 

(b ) Copra, the raw material for trade , is available in the Alleppey 
market during all seasons of the year and trade in copra is not a trade 
confined to any season , so that closure of the business at any time is illegal 
and opposed to well established business and labour practices . 

(C) The Management is doing flourishing business in oilmill 
industry , which also is not an industry confined to any season . 

(d ) Since the business is not seasonal, but permanent, the workers 
are also permanent workers . 

(e) 28 concerns at Alleppey doing exclusive business in copra alone 
and 30 oilmills doing business in copra and oil, have headload workers as 
perminent workers.

(f) This union has about 150 headload workers, working in different 
concerns of like business and all except the workers concerned in the present 
dispute are permanent workers. 

( 8) During certain years, the management has not declared closure. 
Even on such occasions the headload workers were refused wages and other 
benefits while the yard workers were employed and paid . The clerical staff 
always work in the Company on a permanent basis . 

(h ) The Management has no right to stop business or declare a 
closure solely for its profit. 

: (i) This is an industry where Minimum Wages Act and the Gratuity 
Act are applicable . 

( j) The unilateral act of the Management declaring closure as and 
when it is convenient and profitable for the Management will not make 
trade in copra seasonal or the closure legal. Also , ordinary and reasonable 
fluctuations in the availability of a commodity will notmake the business or 
trade in that commodity seasonal. 

(k ) The copra purchasing depot, which is only a wing of the parent 
company, alone declares closure. This amounts to partial closure and hence 
illegal 

(1) If for any reason , the above said partial closure is justifiable , 
the headload workers being permanent workers are entitled for all benefits 
related to closure . 

(m ) The seasonal closure by the Management is illegal and opposed 
to natural justice." 

The Union No. 3 concluded with a prayer that an award may be 
passed upholding their contentions. 

7 . In the counter statement against the claim statements of Union 
Nos . 1 and 2 the Management contended as follows: 

“ The matter under issue No. 1 pertains to a Management function 
regarding how an industry should be run , organised or arranged and no 
industrial dispute can be raised on the same. Further, it is for the Kerala 
Government to decide if a question arises whether an industrial establish 
ment is of a seasonal character. Therefore the reference regarding the 
matter under issue No. 1 is bad in law and unsustainable and is not capable 
of being adjudicated by the Hon ble Tribunal and an award may be passed 
accordingly " . - 

Without prejudice to the above contentions the Management contended 
as follows regarding issue No. 1. 

“ Copra is available for purchase in lots only during season time for 
5 to 6 months in an year, i. e., during the months of January to June and 
during the non -season period i. e., July to December , good quality copra 
in lots is not available for purchase. It follows that copra is not available 
for purchase in commercial lots and that there is no necessity to run the 
Kannitta throughout the year. The Management therefore closes the 
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Kannitta during the non -season period of about 5 to 6 months depending 
upon the duration of the season every year. Every time the Kannitta is 
closed down during the non -season period, the Management is paying to 
the workers employed in the Kannitta and the Gate Watchmen one month s 
notice pay and 15 days wages as retrenchment compensation and sometimes 
additional exgratia payments also. There is nothing unfair or unjust in 
closing down the Kannitta during the non -season period and the contention 
to the contrary raised in the statements of the Unions are untenable and are 
devoid of any merit. 

The contention of Union No. 1 that Alleppey is noted for copra 
industry is not fully correct. Copra is also available for purchase in large 
quantities in other parts of Kerala . The allegation of Union No. 1 that 
many important firms in Alleppey work throughout the year is incorrect and 
misleading. So far as the Management is aware, the business carried on by 
other firms at Alleppey is not confined entirely to purchase of copra and 
that is the reason why those firms are able to work throughout the year. 
During the season period , one clerk and at times two, depending upon the 
quantum of work available , are sent from the Ernakulam Office to Alleppey 
for supervising and effecting purchase. The copra purchases at the Kannitta 
is handled by yard workers and watchmen who are recruited every season 
and they work only during the season . They have no continuity of service . 
The demand of the Union to stop the practice of closing down the Kannitta 
during the non -season period is wholly unfair and unjust and it amoun :s to . 
interfering with Management functions which the Unions have no right to 
challenge. It is not correct to say that Kannitta is closed during non -season 
period with a view to defeat the legitimate rights of the workers recruited 
during every season . TheManagement denies that they have given an under 
taking in the conference convened on 16-9-1969 that they would stop the 
pactice of closing down the Kannitta during the non -season period . The said 
allegation is baseless and without any bona fides and therefore denies 
emphatically . The Management has not at any time agreed to give gratuity 
to the workers working in the Kannitta . They are not entitled to any 
gratuity as they do not have the qualifying period of service or continuous 
service. They are also not entitled to gratuity as every time the Kannitta 
was closed down during the non season period , the workers have been paid 
one month s notice pay and 15 days wages as retrenchment compensation 
and additional ex -gratia payment on certain years. During 1973-74 the 
Kannitta was not closed down as copra was available for purchase in lots 
during that period and not because of any agitation or satyagraha carried 
on by the workers. 


The late Ayyappan Krishnan and K. Palani had been paid all service 
benefits due to them and no amount at all is due to the heirs of the deceased 
workers. The demand for increasing the wages of the workers in the 
Kannitta with retrospective effect from 1970 is also without any merit. The 
Management is paying them very fair wages. Further, the question of 
wages is not referred for adjudication . 
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Issue No. 2: There are four watchmen in the Kannitta . Of these four 
watchmen , 3 are seasonal watchmen whose services are terminated at the 
time of seasonal closure every year after paying them one month s notice 
pay, and 15 days wages as retrenchment compensation . They are not 
entitled to or eligible to the service conditions of the last grade employees of 
the Management Company at Tatapuram . The wages and service condit 
ions of the yard workers are determined by the Industrial Relations 
Committee at Alleppey for the Oil-milling Industry and the Management 
has been and is following those decisions every time. Any interference with 
this practice will lead to chaos in the industry . The claim of the Union 
No.1 on the contrary is entirely unfair and unjust and should be rejected . 
The demand is also contrary to the well settled principles of industry -cum 
region basis. The work done by the Watchmen in the Kannitta is not of 
the same quality as that of the last grade employees of the factory at 
Tatapuram . The work-content of the Watchmen of the Kannitta at . 

ppey is also different from that of the last grade employees of the 
Management Company at Tatapuram . Further, the demand for similar 
service conditions etc., will also lead to industrial unrest and should be 
rejected on this sole ground. Therefore the Gate Watchmen of the Kannitta 
at Alleppey are not entitled to the service conditions of the last grade 
employees of the factory at Tatapuram . The existing rate of wages of the 
Gate Watchers of the Kannitta are fair and reasonable and it is higher than 
what their counterparts in other Kannittas are paid . 

Issue No. 3 : This issue has been settled by the Management and the 
Watchman of the Komalapuram Estate and hence does not survive for 
adjudication ." 

The Management concluded with a prayer that an award may be 
passed upholding their contentions and rejecting the demands of the Unions. 

8. The Management has reiterated all their contentions in the reply 
statement filed by them against the claim statement of Union No. 3 also. 
There may be 28 business concerns in Alleppey dealing in copra business 
and 30 dealing in copra as well as conducting oil mills. This is not in any 
way relevant in adjudicating Issue No. 1 referred for adjudication , viz ., 
“ the seasonal closure of the Copra Purchase Depot, Alleppey" . Regarding 
the reference made to the head load workers by the 3rd Union , it has to be 
pointed out that these headload workers are not workmen /employees of the 
Management. They are workmen of an independent contractor. The 
contentions and averments of the 3rd Union that the so -called independent 
contractor has no independent status, that there was no employer-employee 
relationship between the contractor and the headload workers and that their 
wages and other benefits were paid by the Company and their work was 
managed and controlled by the Company are totally incorrect and are 
hereby denied . It is clear from the agreement between the Management 
and the Contractor that the headload workers are workmen of the inde 
pendent contractor and not workmen or employees of the Company. Such 
an agreement is not illegal and against the practice. Any way, the status 
of the headload workers it not an issue referred for adjudication . Moreover 
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the abolition of contract labour cannot be a subject matter of adjudication 
under the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 in view of the Contract Labour 
(Regulation and Abolition ) Act, 1970. Therefore the Tribunal has no 
jurisdiction to adjudicate on the justifiability or propriety of giving any 
work on contract . 

Seasonal closure of the Kannitta is not vrong or illegal and it is not 
done with any ulterior motive of denying the rights of the headload workers 
or denying them any benefit . The activity carried on by the Management 
at Alleppey , i. e., purchasing copra alone, is certainly seasonal and it does 
not require permanent workers. It may be that there are 28 concerns at 
Alleppey who are doing exclusive business in copra and 30 oil mills doing 
business in copra and oil mill. So far as the Management is aware the 
business carried on by other firms at Alleppey is not confined entirely to 
purchase of copra and that is the reason why those firms are able to work 
throughout the year . 

The Management denies that during certain years they had not closed 
down the Kannitta . During 1973–74 the Kannitta was not closed down 
and this was for reasons that copra was available for purchasing in lots 
during the period . 

The Management thereafter reiterated all their contentions stated in 
their first reply statement and concluded with a prayer that an award may 
be passed upholding their contentions. 

9. The Unions 1 and 2 submitted their replications in which they have 
repudiated all the contentions of the Management as per their reply 
statement. 

10. The case came up for evidence and Union No. 3 examined wwi, 
Union No. 2 examined WW2 and Union No. 3 again examined WW3 also . 
Union No. 1 examined WW4 and marked Exts. W1 to W12 and Ext. Mi 
and M2. Thereafter the Unions examined WW5 to WW7 and closed their 
evidence. The Management examined MWI and MW2 and marked 
Exts. M3 to M14 and closed their evidence also . The matter was then 
finally heard . 

11. WW1 is Shri Kunju Marakar . He has deposed as follows: 
Chief : I am a headload worker in the concerned establishment. 

I am 
doing headload work for the last 20 years in the same concern . I was taken 
by the Company. That is by the Company office of the Tata at Alleppey . 
My work is to carry copra from Vallom to the yard of the Company and to 
carry copra from the yard to the waiting lorry outside. There are 11 
headload workers. At present there are only 10. You are considered to be 
contract workers by the Management, is it not ? ( A ) We are Company 
workers. But even now the Management consider us as contract workers. 
It is the Company which is giving us wages, leave with wages, national 
festival holidays wages and fringe benefits . We are also given bonus by the 
Company . It is the I. R. C. which is deciding the wages to be given to us 
and the decision of the I. R. C. are implemented by the Company . We are 


getting E : S I. benefits and provident funds. There are no contractors as 
such in the Company. If anybody has not come for work he will not be 
getting his wages. All the 11 are workers there. Copra is available in the 
market in all the 12 months in an year . There was no occasion when copra 
was not available in themarket. There are about 28 establishments which 
are dealing with copra at Alleppey. None of these es ablishments are closed 
on the allegation of seasonal business. The Management is purchasing 
copra and sending it 10 Cochin for manufacturing oil . Copra is purchased 
at Alleppey on a very profitable basis. The A k ppey Depot is working as 
an integral part of Cochin Head Office. The c erical staff of the Alleppey 
establishment are sent from the Head Office. There are establishments at 
Alleppey which are dealing in copra as well as manufacturing oil. No 
closure is there on seasonal basis . In the No. 3 Union there are about 150 
workers. All the other headload workers in the other establishments are 
perraanentworkers. There is no seasonal closure in the Catapuram Company . 
We are stitching the copra bags also . For the last two years there was no 
seasonal closure . 

Cross: We are notworking under the Contractor. I know Gute Abdulla 
Ketty there . He is not a contractor. We are not doing work as per bis 
instructions . We are doing work as per the directions of the Company 
We are currying copra from the Vallom to the yard which work is available 
throughout. Wehad no work during January 1975. T.zere was work only 
for 10 days in February and in March up to 17th we had 13 days work . 
Wewere working in the year 1974 throughout except in two months, viz., 
November and December. There may bemore work or less work according 
to the exigencies of work . Abdullakutty Contractor is giving you wages, 
is it not? ( A ) No. It is from the Company. We have got attendance 
register in the Company . It is maintained by the Company We will put 
out signatures for receiving the wages. We are signing only once in a 
month . We are getting wages weekly . Weare not signing in th : attendance 
register of the yard workers. They were appointed by the Company 
directly. But they are retrenched from service overy year. Then they will be 
given one month s notice pay and 15 days wages. During that time we will 
have no work . M s. Swami Brothers, Vijaya Qil Mills, Chandrajith 
Dhoolichand and others have got copra purchasing and oil manufacturing 
business. From Tatapuram one officer and two clerks will come. There 
will be a Manager for purchasing copra . The Office Manager is permanent 
there. There were a Moidunni Mooppan in the Company . 


Res Moidunni himself was doing the headload work as a worker 
During January 1975 there was no work since the Company was no 
purchasing copra. Copra was available during that time in the market 
During 5 days out of the week copra will be sent to Cochin . We are give 
wages as per our attendance in the register . 

12. WW2 is Shri P. Bhaskaran , Secretary, Kerala Srate Kanditta & 
Oil Mill Thozhilali Union, He bas deposed as follows: 

GA./268/L , 


. Chief: I am the Secretary of the 2nd Onion . I have been participating 
in the conferences held by the D. L. O. I have got a right to interlere for 
and on behalf of the Union . We had 13 workers under the Management in 
the concern , out of which 2 have expircd and there are 11 members now . 
The Management has appo nted them directly. The Management has 
stirted their work in the establishment in the year 1950-51 . M /s. Ponnappan , 
Lonan , Kurup and others are workers of the establishment from the very 
beginning. The others have been entering the service in the years 1957 to 1961. 
I am a trade union worker since 25 years. Was the Management concern 
started at Alleppey for working on all the months in the year? (A ) Yes. 
Up to the year 1358 it was wo king so . It was in the year 1958, for the first 
time the workers we.e retrenched . In the year 195 ) work was started again 
and continuously for three years , work has been continued . Up to 1968 they 
werewrking intermittently . The Union has been agitating against this 
attitude of the Management. Conferences were held by the Labour Departa 
ment . On 16-9-1969 a conference was held by the A. L : O., Alleppy . In : 
that conference the Management agreed to pay workers Rs. 50 as ex gratia : 
In such conlerence did the Management undertake not to retrench the work . 
men ard not to close down the concern seasonally ? (A ) Yes. But they have 
not kept their word . We were launching satyagraha al o against the same. 
That was in 1970. In a concomitant conference the Management agreed 
thai the concern will be continued for the whole year and an ex gratia pay 
ment will be made. The copies of the proceedings of the cnference can be 
s obtained from the Labour Office. Up to 1972 theManagement kept up their 
word . In 1973 they have told the workers that they will be retrenched . 
Thereafter direct action was launched against theManagement. A confere 
ence was held and as a result of this the diſpute was referred for adjudication . 
The workers are getting minimum wages, provident fund and E. S. I. bene 
fits . The Management is giving them bonus. Gratuity was not paid up till 
now to my knowledge. Two workers have expircd . They were also not 
given gratuity . In the Kerala State the copra industry is done on a big scale 
by this Management. In Allepey, quality copra is available on all the 365 
days in the year. There are so many other Managements doing the same 
industry at Alleppey. They are M /s. Universal, Chandrajith, Dhara Enier 
prises, Chiran Tiading Co., etc. All these Companies woik throughout the 
year. The e is no retrenchment there and no closure. The workers are 
entitled to get permanent work and all the amenities that are granted to the 
permanentworkers. What is the reason for the so -called sea onal closure 
and retrenchment ? (A ) It is just to avoid payment of all the benefits due to 
the permanent workers . 

Cross : My union has started working since 1969 in the establishment. 
In the years 1969 and 1970 work was carried on only 4 or 5 months in an 
year . In the years 1971 and 1972 work was continuously given . In the year 
1973 there was a closure for 5 weeks. The workers were given onemonth s 
notice pay and half a month ex g ația payment for every year during the 
closure. The Management has given us o al assurance that there will not be 
seasonal closure further. The Management s representat.ve in the said con 
ference was Mr. Jacob . We have fled complaints before the Labour Officer 


thar the Management has violared agreements. There are copra purchasing 
establishments in Alleppey as well as establishments doing copra purchasing 
and manufacturing oil . Establishments like Dhara Enterrises, Universal , 
Ch.ndr..gith etc., are doing the work of copra purchasing alone at Alleppey. 
They are supplying copra to several Mills and a e exporting also . 

13. WW3 is ShriKhad.r. He has deposed as follows: 

Chief : I am working as a headload worker in Tata 0 :1 Mills Depot at 
Alleppey for the last 22 years . I was appointed as headload worker by the 
Company . When I entered the service there was no contract system there. 
I am working there continuously for the last 22 years. Copra is available at 
Alleppey on all the 2 months in an year. There is no necessity for closing 
the factory on the basis of dearth of copra. There are about 18 similar esta 
blishments at Alleppey. In all the other establishments headload worke s are 
getting work for all the ! 2 months in an year. All the other factories are not 

closed at any time. Copra is purchased from Alleppey by the Depot aid 
-sent to the Einakul m Factory for manufacturing oil. There. Tata is maru 
farturing soap and other items also . I am given war es, bonus, leave with 
wages, casual leave , National holidays wages, etc., by the Company. I have 
got E. S. I. benefits. The so -called contractor has neither appointing powers 
nor powers to dismiss or discharge us. We are getting Ramzan recoverable 
advance also . In our Union there are about 150 members. In our Company 
there are 11 headlord workers. The so -called Contractor is working as a head 
load worker himself. He is getting only the benefits which are given to us. 
In the years 1973 and 1974 work was carried on in the Depot on all the 12 
months of the year . The establishment is closed at times for the benefit of 
the Ma: agement. 

Cross : I am carrying copra from the Vallom to the yard of the depot 
and then copra is filled in bigs and carried to the lorry on the road . We are 
having work on all days except on Sundays. No contract his been given to 
anybody by the Company reg rd ng this work. I know one Abdullakutty . 
I ain not working as per his instructions. Do you know that there is an 
agreement b tween the Management and Abdullakutty iegaid ng the trarse 
porting of copra from the Vallom to the yard and from the yard to the lóiry ? 
( A ) I do not know . I have got record 10 show that I am working there. 
But I have not produced the same before court. If you do not present your. 
self for work , will you be questioned by ihe Management reg ding the 
same ? (A ) I will be questioned . There are attendance registers for the 
workers of the Company. I am signing in the attendance register every day. 
All the 11 headload workers are putting their signatures in the attendince 
book. I was appointed as headload worker in the Compiny by the then 
Officer of the Company Mr. Shenoi. I was taken o ally. I was not given any 
record . We are given wages on piece rate basis. In the years 1973 and 19 : 4 
there was work on all d y s except on Sundays. Before 1973 there was work 
on all the 12 months for the previous tw years. In the other years work 
was available for a period between 8 to 11 months in the year. The e ta 
blishment has been purchasing about 400 candies of copra a day as a maxi 
mum 400 candy means about 2000 bags. On certain lien days 500 or even 


100 bags of copra were purchased . During the years 1973 and 1974 thero 
were days when copra was not purchased by the Company. On those days 
wewere doing work in the yard . We will weig ı copra and transport the 
same to the smokc house. lhereafter we will carry the same and fill it in 
bags etc., in the yard . The other copra purchasing fact ries at Alleppey aro 
Mis. G. P., Thara Enterprises , Dhiran Trading Company, Universal 
Company, Swamy Brothers, Saroja, Banzilal & Company, Sreeniv Traders , 
Kerala Oil Mills , Vijaya Oil Mills , Poihen Joseph , Alleppey Spices, etc., 
Only two or three people are duing the work of manufacture of oil among 
the afore-mentioned establishments. They are not doing busin se in hili 
produce. These establishments purchase copra and transport them in lorries. 
Was there another contractor known as Moidunny Mooppan before Abdulla 
kutty ? (A ) There was one Moidunny. Mooppan . Have you not worked 
under him ? (A ) We have not worked under bin . But we have worked 
along with him . 

Re : The E S. I. cards given to us are produced . For getting leave 
we will go to E. S. I., get the form signed and submit the same to the depot. 
We are getting wages as per the decision of the I. R. C. No appointment 
order is given for headload worker. 

Cross with permission : Were you applying for leave for other matters ? 
(A ). We will get leave orally . Then wewill not put our signatures on the 
registers. 

14. WW4 is Shri T. A.Majeed . He has deposed as follows : 

Ciej I am a Watcher in the Ta a OilMills Depor since 1961. During 
day time I have to write down the details of articles which are taken through 
the gate into the depot and also the accoints of the articles which are aken 
outside the depot. I have to issue slip also to the parties. The night 
watchman has to watch over the articles in the depot. Copra is purchas. d 
by the depot on allmonihs in the car . There was no occasion for closing 
the depot because of e rth of copra . On all the months of the year copra 
is purchased . Now the depot is working continuously . Before 4 or 5 years 
the depot was closed at times when the yard workers are retrenched from 
service and reinstated after two or three months. At any rate provident funds 
are being continued every year . We are appointed by the Cochin Office at 
Tatapuram The provident funds are deposited and loans are taken from 
Tatapuram . After giving the contributions of P. F. and E. S. I. we are 
getting about Rs. 206 per month . What is the remuneration for a Watch 
man at Tatapuram ? (A ) . They are getting about Rs. 400 per mensem . 
They are given increments also . But we are not given increments. They 
are g ven uniforins. But we are not given either uniform or dess allowance . 
We are given bonus at the rate 12 % of the basic pay of Rs. 76. The emplo 
yees at Tatapuran are given 20 % bonus on the total emoluments. There are 
o her copra establishments at Alleppey and Watchmen are working there , 
The emolumen s which are enjoyed by the other Watchman in the other 
d pots are not given to us. Our prayer is that we must be given all the 
emoluments that are being given to Watchewoon at Tatapurare. The letter 
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which was given to me and two other watchment of the establishment froid 
Tata Oil Mills Company Ltd., on 11th July 1963 is marked as Ext. WI. 
The letter which was received by me and the other watchmen in the esta. 
blishment on 2nd September 1973 from Tatapuram is marked as Est. W2. 
The letter which was given to Kassimkhan by the Management on 26th 
November 1969 is marked as Ext. W3. Ext. W4 is a letter given to 
Kassimkhan by the Management on 9th October 1970. The letter given 
to Kassimkhan during 15th October 1970 by the Management is marked 
as Ext. 115. The letter which was given to Kassimkhan on 19th January 
1971 is marked as Ext. W6 . The letter wh ch was given to Kassimkhan on 
23rd June 1972 is marked as Ext. W7. The letter which was given to 
Kassimkhan on 9th January 1958 is marked as Ext. W8. The letter which 
was given to Kassimkhan on 19th September 1967 is marked as Ext. W9. 
The letter which was given to me on 23rd June 1972 is marked as Ext. W10 . 
The letter which was given to me on 6th January 1964 regarding provident 
fu d payment is marked as Ext. Wil. Ext. Wi2 is the appointment order 
of waicher Ramanathan given by the Company on 10-5-1968 . 
Cross : I was appointed in the Alleppey Depot durinz 1961. 

I was 
given the appointment order. It is not in my possession . That was lost . 
At that time I was given ks. 24 per month asmy salary , I was also given 
D.A. The total was 67 to 70 rupees per month . There was no other 
remuneration . But I was given bonus and leave benefits. During 1962 
there was work for 9 months in the year. It was closed for three month .. 
The Company is closed when copra is not obtained according to the necessity . 
Usually it is closed during the beginning ofthe moisbon . But it will not be 
closed for more than three months at any time. In 1970 the di pot was not 
clo ed . In 1969 it was not closed . From 1961 to 1968 the denot was 
not closed on all the ye us. In 1961, 1962, 1963 and 1964 the 
depot was closed . In 1965 and 1966 and 1967 the depot was not closed . 
In 1968 it was closed . When the depot is closed o" e month s notice pay and 
15 days wages per year of service is given as compensation . After 1968 the 
depot was not closed . Continuously from 1963 for the last 7 years the depot 
was carried on without closure. In 1973 the depot was closed . In 1973 on 
January 3rd the depot was clos d . The employees were given one monib s 
notice pay and half monthi s wages as compensation with an ex -gratia of 
Rs. 70 and 5 days leave with wages. I have obtained Rs. 580 on that score. 
The receipt executed by me obtaining the amount is marked as Ext. MI. 
I do not know whether the said compensation is given to the contract workers. 
The receipt which was given by mewhen the establishment was clos d in the 
year 1970 is marked as Ext. M2. Now , there are 4 watchers in the depot 
including me. One is a prrmanent watcher and the others are scason.I 
watchmen , is it not ? (A ) I do not know . Did you get your salary during 
August 1975 ? (A ) I do not remember. There are other similar depots at 
Allepp y . There are watchmen there . I do not know their salary . I have 
notma e enquiries. I will be ge ting my share of gate copra as a watchman . 
On certain months I used to get about Rs. 100 on that score. It will depend 
upon the purchase of copra every day. The company workers are the yard 


workers. They are given wages as per the decision of the I. R. O. Bur ) 
do not know their salary . We are getting leave with wages at the rate of 
one day per 20 days work. The copra purchased by the depot will be 
weighed and dried and after filling in bags will be transported . 

What are 
the benefits which are enjoyed by the other watchmen in the other establish 
ments in All-ppey that are not given to you ? (A ) Weare not getting garuity 
and the other watchmen are having more than Rs. 100 as their basic pay . 
I do not know the names of he establishments which are paying more than 
Rs. 100 as basic pay to the watchman . We are getting P. F. and E. S.I. 
benefits... 

Re: The gate copra means the two pi?ces of copra taken by the head 
load workers from each of the party at the gate for the sake of the employees. 
My basic pay is only Rs. 76 . 

15. WW5 is Shri Govindan . He has deposed as follows : 

Chief : I am working in Vijaya Oil Mills at Pallathuruthy . The 
business of Vijaya Oil Mills is exporting copra , Some years before, there 
was manufacturing of oil also. They are purchasing Copra from outside and 
exporting them . Mywork is dying the purchased copra and also sorting 
them . There are 9 other workers also excluding me. I have intered their 
service in the year 1955. I am working there continuously for the last 20 
years. Myself and the other workers have never been getrenched from 
service during all there 20 years. The superannuation there, is on attaining 
60 years. When we will be given our compensation for our service an I will 
be superannuated . I know several other depots doing the same work . There 
ale workers in those establishments who are my fi iends. Such establishments 
are M /s. Rajeshwa: y . Chandrajithu Oil Mill, Pothen Joseph & Sons Oil 
Mills, R. D. Shah & Co., Oil Mills etc. All these establishments wok for 
thewhole year. I know Tata Oil Mil s at Alleppey . That also is working just 
like Vijaya Oil Mills. I know the worke s working there. Vijaya Oil Mills 
is giving us gratutity . I am a member of the IN TUC . Copra is available 
at Alleppey on all the days in the year. On certain days the quantity may 
be less. But there is no occasion when copia will not be available in the 
maket. Same quality copra is obtained on all the days in the year. 
It was Govindan of Tata Company who has asked me to be a witness. 

Cross : In the establishments inentioned by me in the chief, there is no 
produce business. In Pothen Joseph & Sons produce business is carricd on . 
That is not in the section of the copra kannitta . In Vijaya Oil Millsmár u . 
facturing of oil was stopped since 7 years. In all the other establishments 
mentioncd by me no manufacturing of oil is carried on . In the other esta 
blishments copra is purcha ed for converting into white copra ar d for export 
ing them to Bombay . - During the monsoon seas in the quantity of copra 
availab.e in the market will be less. The copra which are obtain d dying 
the monsoon season is knowit as smoke copra wh ch will be dried ard moked. 
The quality is not poor during the month of monsoon . In 1150 Ka kkadi 
kom , in Vijaya 0.1 Mills the daily purchase of copra was 150 to 200 bags. 
On certain days there will not be any purchase. During Kumbhom and 
Meenan months, Vijaya Mills will be purchasing copra as per the quota . 
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In the other establishments they purchase as per orders. In the Tata Oil 
Company Depot at Alleppey , copra is purchased for sending the same to 
E.nakulam . Since two three years back the Tata Company Depot used to 
be closcd during certa n months in the year as per the information given to 
meby the concerned workers. We are getting salary as per the I. R.C. 
decision . The same applies to the employees of Tata Company Depot. In 
our establishment there is a Manager and clerks also . In other Companies 
bonus is given as per the I.R.C. decision . In Vijaya Oil M lls the watcher 
is a relative of the employer. I do not know the salary of watchers in other 
establishments . I am getting about 350 to 400 rupees per mensem on the 
total ba is . I have got records to show that we are getting leave with wages, 
P. F. benefits etc. 

Re: Copra may not be purchased on otstain days both in the sponsoon 
season as well as in the sudamer season. 

16. WW6 is Shri E. Vasudevan . He has deposed as follows : 

Chief : I am the General Secretary of the Kannitta & Oil Mills Workers" 
Union. We have got about 400 members in our union . In the Tata esia 
blishment the headload workers, who are 11 in number, are members of our 
Union . The Management is purchasing copra at Alleppey for ser.ding the 
same to their Cochin factory . In Alleppey market copra is available on all 
the 12 months in the year. Is it a seasonal business ? (A ) No. There are 
about 20 other Managements who are doing the same business at Alleppey . 
All those factories are working on all the 12 months in the year. No other 
Management except this Management is closing on the basis of seasonal.. 
There is no contract worker under the Management. The workers are 
appointed by the Company . These 1l workers are working since 1951 in the 
establishment. They are given wages as per the decision of the I. R. C. 
They are getting E. Ś. I. benefits and D. d . They are also given advances. 
They are given wages for national festival holidays. The contractor is a 
headload worker. He will not be getting wages if he does not present for 
wo.k on any day . He has no powers of appointmentor discharge of anyworker. 
But there is an greement with the Union that these workers are contract 
Workers. That agreement was arrived at on the basis that Tata is a national 
concern ard that if the headload workers attached to the Alleppey depot are 
to be treated as the Companies Workers, that will affect the Company with 
regard to all the branches in t..e various parts in India ard thatwill tell upon 
the continuation of the d pot at Alleppey . The agreement is only for name 
sake. The Management has no right to close the concern seasonally. By 
the closure the Management is benefited . The Management affixes a notice 
of closure on the previous day . 

Neither the Union nor the workers will be 
given any notice. The Company has got a monopoly in oil . The Company 
bus conducted business without closure also , 

Cross : There are 11 headload workers in the Alleppey depot. There 
are Il yard workers and 4 watchers. Thus there are 26 employees in the 
depot. The watchers and the yard workers are not members of my union 


Are these headload workers designated contractworkery ? ( A ) Yes: Regarde 
ing these contract workers there is a compromise award between the Mana 
gement and the Union . That award is even now in force, is it not ? ( A ) 
After the award several agreements have been entered into . Those agree 
ments were arrived at by the interference of the I. R. C. The quality of 
monsoon copra may be low . But there will not be any dearth in the quan .. 
tity. The Company is purchasing copra for Tatapuram factory. The depot 
is purchasing copra at the rate of 100 candies or one candy per d .y . We do 
not know about the d : tails . There are years during which there was no 
closure . I do not remember the years . During the closure the workers are 
given one month s notice pay and half month s wages per year of service with 
certain ex - gratia is it noi ? (A ) The headload workers were given only 
notice pay and 15 days wages only for two years. The yard workers are 
given invariably on all closure. The Oil Mill exporters are not doing 
business of purchase at Alleppey . But there are concerns which are doing 
such business separately. There are exporters of copra at Alleppey and there 
are businessmen who purchase copra for sending them to Bombay . I have 
pot seen appointment orders of workers. 

Re : None of the establishments are giving appointment orders . The 
quality and quantity of copra may come low during the months of Kanni 
and I hulam . The closures are done during June or July months. The 
watchers are monthly salaried people. I have got the copies of the documents 
produced by the Management in this case. 

17. WW7 is Shri Varghese . Hehas deposed as follows:-- 

Chief: I am the General Secretary of the Commercial Employees 
Union . Our Union is No. 1 in this case . The Gate Keeper -cum -Watch 
men of the establishments are members of our Union The work of the 
Gate Keepers-cum -Watchmen are as follows:-- 

The b :okers who bring sample copra are to be written down by the 
Gate Keepers -cum -Watchmen at the gate. Similarly token must be received 
from the headloaders who carry copra in and outside the factory . There 
after the total purchase of copra from each party is to be written down by 
them in the registers. Similarly the empty bags which are returned from 
the yard to the parties who have brought down copra , must be counted at 
the gate and accounted for in the registers . The busineas with each and 
every party should be separately written in the slips and entrusted to the 
office. At the same time the Gate Keepers-cum -Watchers are responsible 
for the safety of all the articles within side of the factory . There are o her 
works also to be done by them viz., they should go to the Banks as per the 
instruction of the office, they should go to the electricty office to deposit the 
current charges and to the telephone office to pay the telcphone bills etc. The 
Tata establishment at Alleppey is working since 25 years. The first Manager 
was my father. There are other similar establish.nents in Alleppey . The 

Tata depot is one of the best purchasers at Alleppey . In the Alleppey 
market copra is available on all the 12 months. There was no single 
occasion when copra was not available . All the other establishments are 
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purchasing copra. The Gate Keepers-cum -Watchmen are appointed by the 
Coinpany s office at Ernakulam . The control of all the staff at Alleppey 
is done by the Ernakulam office. The Union has claimed similar benefits! 
to the employecs at Alleppey as that of the benefits given to similar 
employees at Ernakulam . But the Management has not expressed their 
willingness. The work that is turned out by the last grade ernployees here 
is much more than the work that is turned out by the last grade employees 
at Cachin . Now all the employees in the establishment except headload 
workers and the watches are retrenched from service.. 

Cross : I am the Secretary of the Uniou since 20 years. Four Gate 
Keopers and one Watchman of the establishment are members of my Union . 
All these people were getting work for all the i2 months during this perioa 
till they were retrenched from service recently. Can you submit a tarement 
showing the years during which on all the 12 months work was given 
during the period from 1960 to 1975 ? (A ) I can produce. I can also produce 
a staternent showing the years during which there was no work on all the 12 
months. I have got the list of documents produced by the Management in 
this case . 

In the similar establishments at Alleppey there are Gate Keepers. 
cum -Watchmen . But they are not doing work that is turned out by the 
concerned employees They are keeping only one register to show the 
incoming and outgoing goods. The post of Gate Keepers and Watchmen 
are the same. Those who work during night are known as watchmen . We 
have not taken steps against the Management to produce the registerswhich 
are being maintained by the Gate Keepers- cum -Watchmer . By registers 
I mean foolscape books. When there is purchase of goods these people have 
to write two- three pages. Goods purchases will be done during 15 to 26 
days in a month . They are writing in Malayalan. All the Gate Keepers 
are doing this work during day time. They are having a shift work 
There is an Oil Mill I.R.C. The staff members including the Watchmen 
are not under this I.R.C. Yard workers, stitchers, headloaders etc., are 
governed by the I.R.C. They are given bonus as per the I.R.C decision . 
I do not know whether bonus is given as per the I.R.C. decision to the 
watchers and gate keepers of the concern . 

You have never demanded that 
the bonus which is paid to the employees at Tatapuram should be given to 
the Watchers and Gate Keepers at Alle pey ? (A ) We have been demanding 
so , incessantly from 1955 onwords. But the Company wa not agrerable . 
We have got a correspondence file to show the same. 

That is not produced . 
The other employees in the other establishments at Alleppey are getting 
different scales of pay. There are certain establishments which are paying 
better wages. Nobody is giving less than minimum wages . The minimum 
wages per day is Rs. 3.50 . There is a V.D.A. also . That is over and 
above 800 points half a paise per point. Court question ). Are the Gate 
Keepers-cum -Watchmen getting daily wages or monthly wages ? (A ) They 
are getting monthly pay . I have not produced the records to show that 
who are all giving better wages. 

There are Companies from Bombay who 
are having offices at Alleppey for purchasing copra just like Tatas. They 
are Kamani Oil Mills, Bombay, Jai Hind Oil Mills , Bombay, Ahammed 
Ummer & Co., etc., They are purchasing copra directly and also indirectly 
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through agency. They are manufacturing Vanaspathy etc., from the copra , 
purchased from Alleppey. I do ] not know the total strength of staff and 
workers at Tatapuram . I have seen 3 or 4 staff members in the Tata 
establishment at Alleppey whenever I used to go to the depot. Now they 
are retrenched from service on a fine morning, when they went for work , 
by affixing a notice. In the companies mentioned by me, only copra is 
purchased. There are only certain commission agents who are purchasing 
copra as well as pepper. During the months of Edavom , Midhunam and 
Karkkadakom the quantity of cupra available in the market may be less. 
Quality may also be low , is it not ? ( A ) The quantity may be less in 
monsoon season . But the quality may not be low . During monsoon copra 
will be dried inside the Mil . 

18. The summary of the deposition of MWI Shri K.C. Jacob is as 
follows: 

Chief: I am the Personnel Officer of Tata Oil Mills Factory at , 
Tatapuram since 1956 . Tata Oil Mills is having a copra purchasing depot 
at Alleppey . I am familiar with the terms and conditions of service of the 
workmen of the Tatapuram factory as well as of the Copra Purchasing 
Depot. The Alleppey depot was started in the year 1951. But the purchase 
of copra is depending upon the requirement and availability of copra and 
also price parity. There are ten yard workers in the depot. Loading and 
unloading of copra is done by the workers of contractor. The quantity of 
purchase is determined by the Headquarters. The depnt works only during 
the season . It does notwork throughout the year. When there is no pur 
chase the depot is closed down . Yard workers and watchmen are given 
one month s wages in lieu of notice and 15 days wages for every completed 
year of service . Sometime exgratia also is paid in addition to one month s 
wagez as compensation , Almost every year the depot is closed down 
terminating the services of the employees. Closure notices from 1962 on 
wards including notice of January 1973 are filed before court. The notices 
from 1962 to 1973 are marked as Ext. M3 series 1 to 11. The receipts of 
13 yard workers and watchmen at the time of closure in 1973 , are marked 
as Ext. M4 series 1 to 13 . To the contract workers also we give these 
benefits and the receipt given by the contractor is marked as Ext. M5. 
Abdullaku ty is the contractor . The receipt given by yard workers and watchers 
are marked as Ext. M6 series 1 to 14. The receipt given by Abdullakutty 
contractor in the year 1970 ismarked as Ext. M7. The award passed by 
this Tribunal is marked as Ext. M8. Ext. M9 is the conciliation settlement 
entered into between the workmen and the Management in 1970 regarding 
the closure . Ext. M10 is the proceedings of the conference in 1969. The 
wages are given to the watchmen and the workers as per the decision of the 
I.R.C. Ext. Mil is a conciliation settlement entered into by the Manage 
ment with the Mill Produce and General Workers Union . Ext. mil is 
still in force and has not been terminated . Out of the 3 watchmen services 
of the 2 are terminated on closure . The senior-most will be watching over 
the depot during the monsoon . The other Kannittas are working through 
out the year and they have got other business like hill produce and some 
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are having oil mills also. We are purchasing copra for manufacturing 
filtered coconut oil for perfumery purposes Since we may not require 
copra because of the high prices and since good quality copra may not be 
available during monsoon period , we are closing the depot during such 
times. The Bombay office fixes the quantity of copra . The company has 
five factories apart from Tatapıram . They are at Calicut, Bombay, Delhi, 
Madras and Calcutta . We have closed down the copra purchasing depot 
in November 1975 after publishing usual notice and offering payment to the 
workmen . 

In 1974 we did not close down our depot since we required 
copra for refined coconut oil. It cannot be said that the workers were 
continuously working for the 12 years since on almost every year their 
services were terminated . The watchmen are getting gate copra while the 
yard workers are getting Edacopra . Tatapuram factory is not a seasonal 
factory. 56 acres is the extent of the factory and 76 cents is the extent of 
the purchase depot. 

Cross by Union No. 3 : The Tatapuram factory at Cochin is controlling 
the Management of the depot at Alleppey. The Alleppey depot is a separate 
factory with a separate licence. The crushing and milling of the copra 
purchased at Alleppey is done at Cochin in the Tatapuram factory . Tata 
Company is producing the refined oil and hair oil. The performed oil has 
got an All India market. I personally do not know whether copra is avail 
able in the Alleppey market throughout the year. No particular period is 
inentioned or declared as season by the company . Copra may be avail. 
able during the monsoon season . If we require copra during monsoon we 
will purchase it. We have declared closure during different periods. 

We 
close down the depot for the following reasons: 

(1) Wemay not require copra . 
(2 ) Quality copra may not be available. 

(3 ) Prices may be high . 
We have never mentioned any of the reasons stated now , in the noticesof 
the closure . Best quality copra is available from January to October. The 
prices are always fluctuating. I do not know whether there are 28 establish 
ments at Alleppey which are dealing in copra alone. I have not enquired . 
I do not know any other concern at Alleppey working during seasons only . 
The present contractor was a headload worker. Copra is selectet and 
purchased by the clerk - in -charge and not by the contractor. Under the 
supervision of the Management the contractor will load it in lorry and then 
it will be taken to Cochin . There is another contractor for transporting 
the copra from Alleppey to Cochin . The present contractor Abdullakutty 

I do not 
also is a headload worker, is it not ? (A ) No. He is a contractor. 
know what exactly are the benefits he is getting . 

Cross by Union No. 1: 35 watchmen are working at Tatapuram . They 
are getting about Rs. 400 er mensem including D.A. They are given 
uniforms. The watchmen at Purchase Depot are selected and recruited by 
the Cochin office. P.F. account of the watchmen are maintained at the 
head office at Bombay. Any loan has to be sanctioned by the Head Office 

Tbe 
at Bombay . There is no I.R.C ,recommendation for the watchmen . 
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amount of work of the watchmen at Alleppey are comparatively much less 
when compared with the work of the watchmen at Tatapuram . 

Cross by Union No. 2 : We did not close the kannitta at any time due 
to economics. Instruction for closure is from head office. No reason is 
given by the headquarters for the closure. Ext. W13 is a letter sent by the 
Manager from Cochin to the 2nd Union . In Ext. W13 it is stated that the 
termination of service of the workers with effect from 4th January 1973 was 
necessitated due to seasonal closure of the kannitta and for reasons of 
economic . The reasons for seasonal closure are given in the reply statement 
in para 5. Júly to December is the non -seasonal period . But this may 
vary . The issue of seasonal closure was referred in a conference in March 
1973 . It was in pursuance of an agitation made by the 2nd Union and 
other unions against the season :I closure. After March 1979 the kannitta 
was working continuously till November 1975 . On 24-11-1975 we have 
issued a notice terminating the service of the yard workers. We are giving 
P.F. and E.S.I. benefits to the workers. 

Re: By economics I have meant finance. But we have not closed down 
the kannitta due to lack of finance. But it was due to lack of parity in 
purchase price. The representative of the Management has not given any 
assurance in any conference that the kannitta will not be closed down in 
future. The reference is not made with consent. 

19. MW2is Shri K.Achuthan Nair. He has deposed as follows : 

Chief : I am the,Copra Purchase Depot Officer in charge at Alleppey 
We are purchasing copra , drying them and transporting them to Tatapuram . 
The Depot is registered as per the Factories Act. Why is this Depot not run 
on all the 12 months in the year ? (A ) Since good quality copra is not avail. 
able and since price parity may not be available. The Head Office at 
Bornbay decides the quantum of copra and also purchase price of copra. 
When copra is purchased there may not be work and so the Depot is closed . 
The yard workers and watchmen are retrenched giving them one month s 
notice pay and 15 days wages per completed year of service. Reopening will 
be notified to the workers and they will be taken back . No wages would be 
given during the closure period. The Depot was closed on the last occasion 
on 24th November 1975. We have filed a statement showing the closure 
periods of Depot from February 1962 to November 1975. The statement is 
marked as Ext. M12. Before 1962 it was closed every year. When the 
Dej ot is reopened the watchmen and the yard workers execute a bond . Such 
letters for the year 1969 are marked as Ext. M13 series 1 to 11. Out of the 
4 watchmen one will be permanent. The permanent watchman is not work 
in ; on all the 24 hours, but only for 8 hours. 

Every year 2 or 3 clerks from 
Tatapuram are sent to Alleppey . The accounts showing the imported copra 
is marked as Ext. M14 . It is the watchman who is writing the number of 
bags etc., Tatapuram factory is working on all 24 hours. Here, after 2 p.m. 
there will be no work . So the work of the watchmen is different in both the 
places. At Tatapuram here will be hundred of lorries and cars coming and 
going . The Watchmen should watch over the same. Here there is no such 
work . There may 1 ot be purchase on all days . On certain days 25 tonnes 
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of copra may be purchased . On certain other days half a tonne of copra 
may be purchased . The Watchman will be getting gate copra which may 
come up to 60 to 70 rupees per mensem . 

Cross : In the Alleppey market copra is available on all the 12 months 
and there will be sales on all days. We are purchasing copra only . There 
are other Kannittas which are purchasing copra only , at Alleppey 

I have 
not enquired whether all the other kannittas are working on all the 12 months 
I have not read the claim statement of the Union . I am not very sure of the 
contentions of the Union . The Head Office is deciding whether to purchase 
copra or not. Closure also is done as per their instructions. It is not pos . 
sible for the Alleppey people to know about the closure before-hand. I do 
notknow the reason for the closure. On the whole the copra business at 
Alleppey is not a seasonal business. As per Ext. M12 statement closure was 
made during January , February , March , April , July , August, September, 
October,November etc., Closure will be done on different months in different 
years. 

I do not know the reason . Best quality copra will be available from 
February March to June- July . We have been purchasing copra during the 
period from July to January also . That is as per instruction of the Company. 
As and when the Company purchases it will be considered as the season . 
Seasons will be varying in different years. I do not know whether the 
Company is looking into the question of profit in the matter of closure. Ext. 
M13 letters are executed as per the Company s demand . When the price of 
the copra is high the Company may not get "profits. I am working in 
Alleppey for the last 20 years. I do not know about the purchasing in the 
other depots. 

Cross by Union No. 2 : I do not know whether 28 Kannittas are working 
at Alleppey now . There are copra purchasing depots. These depots are 
working throughout the year . I do not know the reason why the watchmen 
and the yard workers were retrenched on 24-11-1975. 

Cross by Union No. 1 : Only if the workers put their signature in 
Ext. M13 they will be allowed to wo k. The Watchman has to issue slips 
to the parties at the gate referring to the quantity of copra brought down by 
them . They have also to write the name and address of the parties in the 
register, which is produced by the Management. There are furniture and 
safe in the depot. These articles will not be taken to Cochin at the time of 
closure . I am a permanent resident of Alleppey. During the closure of 
November 1975 I did not go to Tatapuram . I am the charge officer since 
two years. I was getting salary during the closure period. During the 
closure period the watchman will be working from 10 p . m . to 6 a. m . He is 
living in the depot. I am not residing in the Depot from 10 p, m . to 6. a.m. 
I do not know the issues referred for adjudication . I was present on all the 
adjournment dates of this case before court. 

Re: I am living in the depot itself. I have not taken rented house. 
When I was a clerk I was sent to Tatapuram during closure . 

20. The learned counsels of the parties argued their cases referring to 
their contentions as per their statements and 130 the oral and documentary 
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evidence adduced by them respectively . Issue No. 3. viz ., " eligibility of 
the Watcher , Komalapuram Estate for the service conditions of theWatchers 
of Copra Purchase Depot, Alleppey ” is ad nittedly settled out of court. 

21. The first issue, viz ., " the seasonal closure of the Copra Purchase 
Depot, Alleppey" is the most important issue to be adjudicated in this dispute, 
since this issue of dispute is in existence in the establishment for more than a 
decade. Admittedly the Copra Purchase Depot of M /s Tata Oil Mills 
Company Ltd., Tatapuram , Ernakulam , Cochin - 14 , is in existence at 
Alleppey since 25 years. According to the Unions, for a period of more than 
six years from the outset, the Copra Purchase Depot was continuously work 
ing for all the 12 months in the year. Thereafter the Management started 
closing the concern during certain months in the year, on the plea that it is 
a seasonal closure . The contention of the Management on this score , is that 
during certain months in the year, good quality copra is not easily available 
in the market at Alleppey and also on the question of parity of price the 
Management was forced to close down the concern for a few months. They 
have also declared that every employee is given on month s notice pay plus 
half a month s wages per completed year of service, as retrenchment compen 
sation , for the closure, together with certain ex gratia payments also , 
occasionally . According to the Management the closure of the concern is a 
managerial function and the Unions have no right to question the same. On 
the other hand all the three Unions have unanimously asserted that Alleppey 
is the most important centre of copra business in the southern area of the 
State, that on all months without any discrimination whatsoever good quality 
copra is available , that there are about 28 establishments in the Alleppey 
Town itself doing the business of copra purchase alone, which have been 
never closed on any occasion during all these years on the plea that is put 
forward by the concerned Management in this case , and that the so -called 
seasonal closure made by the Management is a deliberate act purposely done 
with the ulterior motive of defeating the rights of the workers. Union No. 3 
has put forward certain other grounds also against the seasonal closure which 
are, that good quality copra is available in Alleppey market during all 
seasons in the year and it is not a trade confining to any season , that the 
Management is doing flourishing busin ss in the Oil Mill Idustry which also 
is not an industry confined to any season , that there are 28. concerns at 
Alleppey doing exclusive business in copra alone which are continuously 
working for all these years, that the Management themselves have not 
declared closure on certain years which would disprove their own conten 
tions, that the Management is stopping the business by declaring closure 
solely for their own profit, that this industry is one where Minimum Wages 
Act ard Gratuity Act are applicable , that the unilateral act of the Manage 
ment declaring closure as and when it is convenient and profitable 10 them . 
will notmake trade in copra seasonal or the losure legal," that the ordinary 
and reasonable fluctuations in the availab.lity of a commodity will notmake 
the business or trade in that commodity seasonal, that the copra purchasing 
depot is only a wing of the parent company and the partial closure of the 
depot is illegal and that the closure of the concern is quite unjustifiable and 
opposed to natural justice.. 
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22, MW1 Shri K , C. Jacob , who is the Personnel Officer of the Tata 
Oil Mills Company Ltd., has unambiguously admitted as follows in his cross 
examination : 

..No particular period is mentioned or declared as a season by the 
Company. Copra may be available during the monsoon season . if we 
require copra during monsoon we will purchase it. We have declared 
closure during different periods. We close down the depot for the 
following reasons : 

1 . We may not require copra . 
2. Quality copra may not be available 

3. Prices may be high. 
Wehave never mentioned any of the reasons stated now , in the notices 
of the closure. Best quality copra is available from January to October. 

The prices are always fluctuating .. 
On going through the above deposition , any reasonable person can come to 
the only conclusion , that the management is treating certain months as non 
season in order to suit their convenience, that actually there is no season " 
or " non - season " for the copra business, especially since so many other con 
cerns doing the same business , are working throughout the year and that the 
grounds put forward by the Personnel Officer, viz., that quality copra may 
not be available and that prices may be high etc., can only be considered as 
without any bona fides . The fact that quality copra is available throughout 
the year is affirmed by all the witnesses of the Union and more or less by the 
witnesses of the Management also . MW1 himself has admitted that such 
copra may be available even during the monsoon season and if they require 
copra during that season they will purchase it. Therefore the availability of 
copra cannot be considered as one of the reasons. The ground of high prices 
may also not be considered as one of the reasons, especially since MWI 
himself has admitted that the prices are always fluctuating. The first 
ground that has been referred to by him is that they may not require copra. 
This ground cannot also be considered as reasonable since even if they are 
not in need of copra at a particular time they could purchase the same and 
after drying them at Alleppey , store them at their factory at Tatapuram . 
TheManagement has not put forward a case that if they purchase copra at 
all times, they will be incurring heavy losses. Therefore the reasons put 
forward by the Management, for the intermittent closure , cannot be con 
sidered as genuine and true . On a perusal of Ext. M12 statement, submit 
ted by the Management, it can be seen that from 9-2-1962 to 12-3-1973 the 
Managementwas closing the concern during almost all months in the year. 
It has to be noted that in 1962 the closure was from 12-10-1962 to 15-2-1963. 
In 1963 it was from 28-9-1963 to 16-1-1964 whereas in 1967 it was from 
10-6-1967 to 26-3-1968 and in 1970 it was from 31-7-1970 to 17-2-1971 and 
in 1971 it was from 4-1-1973 to 12-3-1973 , On going through Ext. M12, it 
can be seen that the closure was for a period ranging from 2 to more than 9 
months. Thus Ext. Mi2 statement itself belies the argument put forward by 
theManagement. The Management is closing the concern at random with 
out any discrimination whatsoever as and when they liked . They have not 


adduced any cogent evidence to show that they were forced to close the con 
cern during the past years for any specific reason . It is a fact that they are 
closing the concern intermittently at their will and pleasure and their con 
tention that they have a right to do so since it has to be considered as a 
managerial function , cannot be considered as just and reasonable. 

23. Ofcourse the Management is entitled to close down their establish 
ment permanently for any reason whatsoever" as per the Act. But in the 
instant case the closure is not permanent, but is only for a few months in the 
year and invariably the Management is reopening the establishment and 
engaging the very same set of employees in the various sections of the Pur 
chase Depot. As I have mentioned above , as per the admission of the 
Management themselves, through Ext. M12 statement, the period of closure 
ranged from 2 to 9 months per year between the years 1962 to 1973 . Indis 
putably the workers are loosing their wages for the period of closure . At the 

most the workers may be given one month s notice pay and half a month s 
: wages per completed year of service with some scrapy benefits occasionally . 

A worker who losses wages for a period between 2 to 9 months in an year 
can never be considered to be sufficiently compensated by the payment of the 
afore-mentioned notice pay and retrenchment compensation . Thus it can 
not be denied that the workers are invariably the loosers as far as wages are 
concerned when they are retrenched during the so - called closure. Further, 
the workers are loosing their continuity of service also because of the closure . 
The unfortunate result will be that none of the workers will be qualified to 
receive the gratuity as per the Payınent of Gratuity Act as and , when they 
are superannuated . Undeniably the Management is benefited because of the 
non -payment of wages to the workers and also by the non -payment of 
gratuity as per the Act. Any reasonable person can come to the only con 
clusion that definitely these benefits are the reasons for the intermittent 
closure imposed upon the workmen by the Management. Of course this 
action of the Management can only be considered as unjustifiable since it is 
done in violation of all the principles of natural justice. When similar set of 
workers are enjoying employment throughout the year in similar establish 
ments in the same region , it will be a travesty of justice on the part of the 
Management to throw the concerned workmen out of employment for 
months together in an year on the scrapy and malafide grounds of season etc., 
in copra business. Almost all the witnesses of the Unions have unanimously 
affirmed that there are a good number of establishments in the Alleppey 
Town, engaged in the sole business of purchasing copra and that those con 
cerns are working continuously throughout the year for the last so many 
years. Neither the Management nor the witnesses of the Management have 
denicd the same as such on any occasion . MWI has gone to the extent of 
deposing on this score as follows: 

" ...... I do not know whether there are 28 establishments at Alleppey , 
which are dealing in copra alone. I have not enquircd . I do not 
know any other concern at Alleppey working during seasons only ...... 
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MW2 nas categorically admitted in the cross-exarsination as follows: 

“ In Alleppey market copra is available on all the 12 months and there 
will be sales on all days. We are purchasing copra only. There are 
other Kannittas which are purchasing copra only, at Alleppey. I have 
not enquired whether all the other Kannittas are working on all the 
12 months. I have not read the claim statement of the Union. I am 
not very sure of the contentions of the Union . The Head Office is 
deciding whether to purchase copra or riot, Closure also is done as 
per their instructions. It is not possible for the Alleppey people to 
know about the closure before hand . I do not know the reason for the 
closure . On the whole the copra business at Alleppey is not a seasonal 
business . As per Ext. M12 statement closure was made during January , 
February, March , April, July, August, September, October, 
November etc. Closure will be done on different months in different 
years. I do not know the season . Best quality copra will be available 
from February -March to June-July . We have been purchasing copra 
during the period from July to January also That is as per instruction 
of the Company. As and when the Company purchases it will be 

considered as the season . Seasons will be varying in different years.... 
MW2 has deposed again when he was cross-examined by Union No. 2 
as follows: 

" I do not know whether 28 Kannittas are working at Alleppey now . 
There are copra purchasing depot : These depots are working 
throughout the year . I do not kuow tlie reason why the watchmen and 
the yard workers were retrenched on 24-11-1975 " . 

24. From the foregoiag admissions of Shri Achuthan Nair, who is 
none other than the Copra Purchasing D pot Officer in charge at Alleppey , 
it can be gathered , that all the other Kannitta; are working throughout the 
year at Alleppey , that copra cannot be consider.d as a se.sonal business at 
Alleppey, that he do :s not know the reasons for the closure, that as and 
when the Company purchases copra it will be considered as the season and 
that s asons may vary in different years. The only conclusion that can be 
ar ived at is that the Management is deliberately imposing the intermittent 
closure on the establi hıncat according to their will and pleasure. The gist 
of the depositions of theManagement s witnesses would point out that the 
Head Office of the Tata Oil Mill. Cospany Ltd., at Bum say is imposing 
this closure as and when they decide without assigning any reason wliat 
soever and without even p eviously informing the establishment at 
Alleppey about the same. This action of the Management can never be 
considered to be just and reasonable and can never be accepted as one of 
the manag rial functions. Indisputably by this action of the Management , 
the work uien are loosing their wages and also their gratuity unjustitiably 
and illegally . At this juncture I have 10 point out that sec. 25 -A clause 
(2 ) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 deals with the question " seasonal 
character of establishment" which reads as follows: 

“ (2 ) If a question arises whether an industrial establishment is of a 

seasonal character or whether work is performed therein only 
GA. 268 /L . 
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In the cross-examination he has deposed as follows: 

.......There are other similar depots at Alleppey . 
Watchwuen there. I do not know their salary. I have not made 
enquiries. I will be getting my share of gate copra as a Watchman . 
On certain months I used to get about Rs. 100 on that score.. 
What are the benefits which are enjoyed by the other watchmen in the 
other establishments in Alleppey , that are not given to you ? (A ) We 
are not getting gratuity and the other watchmen are having inore than 
Rs. 100 as their basic pay . I do not know about the other benefits 
enjoyed by thom . I do not know the names of the establishments 
which are paying more than Rs. 100 as basic pay to the Watchmen . 
We are getting P. F. and E. S. I. benefits." 

27. On a perusal of the afore -mentioned deposition of WW4 
Shri Majeed , the Watchman of the concerned establishment, it can be 
gathered that he is not in the know of things as to the rates of wages and 
other emoluments that are beirg enjoyed by similar Watchmen in similar 
establishments in and around Alleppey and although he has depo :ed that 
the other similar watchmen are getting better wages etc., in the chief 
examination , he has discredited his own version in the cross-examination , 
since he has confessed that he is not aware of the rates of wages given to the 
other watchmen and also that he has not made any enquiries about the 
same. The only claim seems to be that the emoluments enjoyed by the 
Tatapuram last grade employees should be given to the Gate Keepers-cum 
Watchmen of the Alleppey Depot. 

28. WW7 is Shri Varghese Thundiyil, who is none other than the 
Gneral Secretary of the 1st Union , which represents the Watchmen . In 
the chief examination he has deposed boldly that the work that is turned 
out by the last grade employees here is much more than the work that is 
turned out by the last grade employees at Cochin . In the cross-examination 
he has deposed that the other employees in the other establishments at 
Alleppey are getting different scales of pay, that there are certain establish 
ments which are payin : better wages and that nobedy is giving less than 
minimum wages. But he has added that he has not produced the records 
to show who are all giving better wages. Shri Varghese Thundiyil has also 
referred to certain other Companies from Bombay who are having offices at 
Alleppey for purchasing copra just like Tatas, which are 1/s. Kamani Oil 
Mills, Bon , bay, Jai Hiud Oil Mills, Bombay . Ahammed Ummer & Co., etc. 
But he has not pointed out that these Companies are giving better wages to 
their Watchmen than the wages given to the concerned Watchmen . In fact, 
the Union las not takon any sieps to produce a statement showing the 
scales of pay or wages that are Leing enjoyed by the similar watchmen in 
similar concerns, in the same region . Therefore , since there is no data 
regarding the wages given to the Watchmen in comparable concerns in the 
same arra or the grounds of comparison between the work turned out by the 
last grade employees at Tatapuram and the watclamen at Alleppey etc., 
this Tribunal is not in a position to come to the conclusion that the 
Concerned watchmen are entitled to any enliancement of wages or wages 
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and other einoluments equivalent to those that are enjoyed by the last grade 
emplovees of Tatapu am Therefore , I hereby declare that the concerned 
Gate Watchers in this industrial dispute are not eligible for the service 
"conditions of the last grade employees of the Company at Tatapuram as per 
this adjudication . 

29. As I havementioned above Issue No. 3 is settled between the 
parties, out of court. Therefore I pass my award in terms specified above 
and this award shall come into force on the expiry of thirty days from the 
date of its publication in the Government Gavette.

AWARD 


This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per G. O. Rt. No. 1134 /74/ 
LBR dated 7-12-1974. The issue referred for adjudication is Dismissal of 
Joseph Joy, Accountant-cum -Salesman (Kalapurayil, Vengalloor, Vazhithala 
P. O., Thodupuzha Taluk ). 

G A , 282 /J. 
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2 . Pursuant to summons the parties appeared , filed their Vakalaths 
and the workman submitted his claim statement in which it is contended 
as follows: 

" I have passed the S. S. L. C. Examination in 1962 and I was appoin 
ted as an Accountant- cum - Salesman by the concerned society.on 1-6-1968 
on a monthly salary of Rs. 165 . After completing the probationary period 
satisfactorily , I was confirmed and made permanent at the end of the year 
1968. In July 1969 I was promoted as an Accountant in the office on a 
monthly salary of Rs. 185 in the scale of Rs. 90-5-100-6-190 . In the year 
1969 pursuant to the Pay Revision Committee s recommendations the post 
of Managers and Accountants were made equal in rank in the same scale 
of pay , ie ., Rs. 90-190 , which was approved by the general body of the 
Society in 1969 itself.. 

On 18-3-1971 the employer transferred me as Manager of the consumer 
textiles wing of the Society . But I could not join duty because I had 
proceeded on privilege leave for one month from 20-3-1971 to 20-4-1971. 
When I returned after the expiry of my leave the employer cancelled the 
transfer as Manager without assigning any reason , abolished the post of 
Accountant which I was holding till then and reverted me as Salesman 
cum -Accountant. The action of the employer is borne out of victimisation 
and is an unfair labour practice, especially since there was a vacancy of 
Store Manager atthat time in the store wing of the Society and the Manage 
ment could have posted me there. Inspite of this unjustified reversion I 
have joined duty on 20-4-1971 a3 Accountant-cum - Salesman in the textile 
wing of the Society under protest. On 19-5-1971 I was served with a memo 
signed by Sri. V. V. Joseph , the President of the Society suspending me 
from duties subject to enquiry in the light of a report obtained from the 
Manager, Consumer Textiles, with effect from 8-30 a . m . on 19th May 1971 . 
I was not given the copy of the report alleged to have been obtained from 
the Manager . After a lapse of 12 days on 31-5-1971 I was served with a 
memo of charges by the then President of the Society . The memo begins 
with the statement that the charges are based on a complaint received from 
the Manager Shri K. M. Mathai that I was working against the interest and 
welfare of the Society. The charges are as follows : 

1. That I was taking more interest in the affairs of a nearby cinema 

theatre in writing their accounts while on duty . 
2. That I did not help theManager in fixing the prices of umbrellas 

kept for sale . 
3. That I had made statements in public derogatory to the Secretary 

and managing committee members of the society . 
4. That I am in the habit of sleeping on the clothes displayed for 

sale while on duty . 
5. That Ihad not signed the attendance register in defiance of the 

directions of the Secretary which amounted to indiscipline. 


6. That I had induced Mr. P. P. Varghese to withdraw the chitty 

amount due to him from the Bank for my personal benefit. 
7. That I brought pressure upon Mr. Peely Varkey to withdraw 

his deposits from the Society . 
In the preamble to the charge memo, it is stated that the President had 
conducted a preliminary enquiry and the charges are based on the same. 
In fact no such preliminary enquiry was conducted to my knowledge and 
I was not given any notice of enquiry. Therefore the so - called preliminary 
enquiry is invalid in law and does not bind me. I submitted an 
explanation on 5-6-1971 denying all the charges. Before giving a personal 
hearing the President of the Society fixed 14-7-1971 as the date for the 
enquiry . The enquiry was conducted by the President of the Society 
against my expressed request that the enquiry should be conducted by an 
impartial officer. I was present at the enquiry and one witness Shri Peely 
Varkey was also present in the office. Without examining him in chief í 
was called upon to cross - examine him and I did cross-examine him . He 
did not support the charges against me. Then the Manager Shri K.M. 
Mathai and Secretary Shri M. T. Joseph were also cross-examined by me 
without they being examined in chief. I was not asked whether I had 
witnesses to be examined to prove my innocence. I was asked to give 
a statement in which I had clearly stated that there was no evidence to 
substantiate the charge against me and that the enquiry was vitiated by the 
interference of the Secretary Shri M. T. Joseph who bore a personal 
grudge against me. On 26-7-1971, I was served with an order staiing that 
the charges against mewere all proved and therefore I am dismissed from 
service with effect from the date of my suspension. The findings in the 
enquiry report are not warranted by the evidence on record. The suspension 
order, the enquiry , the order of dismissal etc., are invalid as they are 
vitiated by violation of all principles of natural justice and are motivated 
by malafides and personal vendetta . An appeal was preferred 
by me to the Board of Management and during 

the pendency 
of the same Shri K. M. Jose , the succeeding President of the Society 
met me and told me that there were differences of opinion among the 
members of the Board of Management with regard to my dismissal, that the 
Board of Management was prepared to set aside the order of dismissal and 
reinstate me to my original post as Accountant or Manager if I would tender 
a formal apology . Due to the pressure and intimidation brought to bear 
upon me by the President I acceded to his demand much against my will 
and gave him mv formal apology . The President placed the said apology 
before the Board of Management held on 28-12-1971 and although there 
was difference of opinion , finally all of them joined together and decided 
thatmy appeal should be allowed under the following conditions : 
(1) That I would be restored to the place I held at the time of my 

suspension by a fresh appointment. 
(2) I would not be entitled to any allowance or salary during the 

period of my suspension and reappointment. 


The Board of Management was prepared to re -entertain me in the 
service.of the Bank subject to the aforementioned conditions and an order 
to that effect was issued to me by the succeeding President, the Secretary 
and two members on 4-1-1972 . Since the order was not at all attractive 
to me I took some days to accept the same. But to my great surprise and 
disappointment I have received a fresh appointment order from the President 
dated 22-2-1972 stating that the Society has decided to reinstate me as 
Accountant-cum - Salesman in the consumer wing of the Society with effect 
from 1-3-1972 under the following conditions : 
( 1 ) That I should deposit my arrears due to the Society Bank 

before 28-2-1972 and obtain receipt for the same. 
(2 ) That I should deposit a sum of Rs. 500 as security for the said 

post on 1-3-1972 and that I should complete the execution of 

all documents in favour of the Bank . 
(3) If I do not comply with the conditions the fresh appointment 

made in the order would be cancelled . 
The Society was bound under law by the Appellate Order passed by 
them on 4-1-1972 and they are not entitled in law to deviate from the same 
and impose fresh conditions which were untenable and cancel the previous 
order of appointment The fresh order passed on 22-2-1972 was behind my 
back and it will not bind me to any extent, since it is absolutely illegal and 
void . This would show the vindictive nature of the Society and the attitude 
of the Management towardsme. I have filed an arbitration case No. 449/72 
before the Asst. Registrar , Circle Officer Co -operative Societies (Admini 
stration ), Thodupuzha for quashing the dismissal order and for reinstate 
ment with back wages. But the Asst. Registrar by_his judgement dated 
28-11-1973 directed me to approach the Industrial Tribunal for redressing 
my grievances and although the District Labour Officer convened concilia 
tion conferences no settlement could be arrived at because of the adamant 
attitude of the Management.” 

The workman has reiterated that the orders of the Society as to his 
reversion , suspension , enquiry, dismissal etc., are all illegal and void for 
various reasons and he has thereafter adumbrated the grounds 
of the same. The workman then concluded the statement with a 
prayer that an award may be passed declaring that the dismissal or termi 
nation of service is illegal and directing the Management to reinstate him 
in the post 

Accountant with arrears of back wages from the date of 
suspension to the date of reinstatment and also to award cost of this 
Proceedings. 

3. Toe Management Society submitted their reply statement 
immediately in which they have contended as follows: 

“ The reference is bad in law ani on facts. It is true that Shri 
Joseph Joy was dismissed from the service of the Bank by an order dated 
26-2-1971 from the date of suspension , viz ., 19-5-1971. There was a report 
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against the workman from the Manager of the Consumer Textiles and the 
explanation submitted by the workman was found unsatisfactory . It is 
incorrect to say that the workman was not served with a copy of the report, 
especially since he has filed his cxplanation , denying the charges and also 
reproducing the charges in the claim statment. The President has 
conducted a preliminary enquiry only to find out wiether there is a prima 
facie case againt the worker. In such an enquiry the person aggrieved need 
not be present. Since the President was satisfied that there was a prima 
facie case a charge-sheet was issued to the worker for whic ı an explanation 
was submitted by the workman . Since the expl..nation was found unsatis 
factory an enquiry was conducted adhering to all principles of natural 
justice . It seems that the worker is aggrieved since there was no chief 
examination. At any rate the worker need not be aggrieved since the 
witnesses were tendered for cross-examination and actually he has cross-exami 
ned the witnesses. On the basis of the evidence on record the charges were 
established and therefore he was dismissed from service . The workman 
preferred appeals before the Board of Management as well as the Asst. 
Registrar of Co-operative Societies. The latter appeal was dismissed and 
during the pendency of the appeal before the Board of Management, the 
workman approached the President of the Society with a letter of apology 
dated 2-12-1971 . On 28-12-1971 the letter of apology was considered by 
the Board and the Board felt that another chance should be given to the 
worker to serve the Society as a fresh employee. On 28-1-1972 the worker 
gave a letter in writing agreeing to the terms suggested by the Society for 
re- appointment. When he was served with an appointment letter dated 
22-2-1972 requesting him to join duty as a fresh employee thereby giving 
prescribed security deposit and claiming all the debts due to the Society to be 
wiped off, the worker has neither joined duty nor replied to the letter dated 
22-2-1972 . The only presumption is that the worker has voluntarily 
abandon d and relinquished the job offered to him under the Society . After 
the abandonment of service the Management received a letter from the 
District Labour Officer dated 7-2-1974 on the basis of a complaint dated 
1-2-1974 from the worker. It is pertinent to note that the worker took 
over two years to approach the Labour Department to redress the alleged 
grievance. During the period of two years the worker was prosecuting 
many a claim against the Management Society during which there was not 
even a whisper of the dismissalor a claim for the job offered . The allega 
tion that the post of Manager and Accountant were abolished to victimise 
him is hereby denied . The abolition of a post is a policy of the Manage 
ment and this was necessitated when the business dwindled . The transfer 
of the worker was not a solitary, incident, since at the relevant time there. 
were transfers ofseveral employees . The letter of apology was voluntary 
act on the part of the worker concerned and nobody has persuaded him to 
do so . If it was so forced , he could have retracted from the same immedi 
ately after that. Instead the letter of apology was followed by another 
letter confirming the same. There wasno difference of opinion among the 
members as alleged . 
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The terms and conditions ander which a worker should be engaged as 
a fresh worker was decided in the Board on 28-12-1971 . The deposit of 
security etc., is absolutely mandatory in a fresh appointment. This cannot 
be called a deviation from the decision of the Board 

The dismissal cannot be assailed on any of the grounds mentioned in 
the claim statement. In fact at the time of reference there is no dismissal, 
but there is only a voluntary abandonment and relinquishment of job 
offered . In fact the Directors have already expressed their willingness to 
absorb the worker concerned as fresh worker subject to the terms and condi 
tions including security deposit. In this view the reference is infructuous 
and bad in law . 

If a job offered is not accepted it connot be termed as dismissal. 
Therefore the reference regarding dismissal is a " bygone story " . If at all 
there is any grievance for the ex -employee he has got only a civil remedy. 
Any way this court has no jurisdiction . Therefore the worker is not entitka 
to succeed in this reference much less on any of the grounds advanced by 
him . It was proved in the enquiry that the worker concerned was working 
against the interests of the Society and it may not be appropriate to retain 
a worker like him in the Society ." 

The President of the Society concluded with a prayer that an award 
may be passed upholding the contentions of the Management Society. 

4. The workman thereafter submitted an elaborate replication in 
which he has repudiated all the contentions of the Management and reiter 
ated his contentions as per his claim statement. 

5 . The workman then subrnitted a petition along with an affidavit 
calling for the production of certain documents by the Management. The 
Management submitted the documents . When the case came up for 
evidence the Management counsel filed a petition raising the preliminary 
issue contending that the dismissal of the worker concerned admittedly comes 
under Sec . 11A of the I.D. Act, that before dismissing the worker the 
Management has conducted a fair and just domestic enquiry adhering to all 
principles of natural justice, that in view of this there is no need 
for the Management to let in any evidence before this Tribunal 
and that without prejudice to the above submission , if for any reason , 
this Tribunal finds that the enquiry is not just and fair or that. 
the findings are perverse , the Managenient may be permitted to let 
in evidence in support of the charges against the worker . The matter was 
posted for objection and hearing and the workman submitted his objections. 
After hearing the parties this court passed its order on 2nd August 1975 
directing the management to adduce any fresh evidence which they deem 
to be necessary in support of the charges against the worker withont 
prejudice to their contention that the enquiry is proper and binding arid 
the findings thereon are true and correct. This order was passed on the 
basis of the Supreme Court ruling reported in 1972 LLJ 180 and 
1973 I LLJ 278 and also the ruling of the Kerala High Court reported in 
1975 (1) I. L. R. Kerala Series on page 664. 
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5. The Management then examined MWI to MW4 and marked 
Exts. MIto M32 and Ext. W1 and closed their evidence. The workman 
then examined wwi, marked . Exts. W2 to W4 and closed his evidence 
also 

6. The Summary of deposition of MW1 Shri K. M. Mathai is as 
follows: 

Chief: - I am the Manager of the textile wing of the Vazhithala Society . 
I am in their service since ten years I have been the Manager for the 
la t 4 years. I know the workman in this case . He was working in the 
textile shas Sales- cum -Accountant. In the textile shop myself and the 
Sales-cum -Accounts it Joseph Joy were the only two employees. Now 
Joseph Joy is not working there and the Society has not appointed any 
otherbody in his place. I have given a report against Joseph Joy to the 
Society. That was on 15-5-1971, true copy of which is marked as Exr.M 1. 
In my report I have stated that he was working against the interest of the 
textile shop, that he was not writing the accounts and that he was not 
enterin the sale prices of textiles purchased by the shop. According to 
my information at Vazhithala there is a theatre in which Joseph Joy has 
also a share . I have seen him preparing the accounts of the theatre sitting 
in the textile shop . I do not remember the name of the theatre. In 
Ext. Ml report I have given the details of the same. The Presid nt of 
the Society has made an enquiry about this then and there and in that 
enquiry I was examined and Joseph Joy cross-examined me. My 
deposition in that enquiry is marked as Ext. M2. 

Cross:-In Ext. Ml repot I have not stated the name of the theatre. 
There is only one theatre in Vazhıthala . I have not produced any record 
to show that the delinquent was writing the accounts of the theatre within 
the shop. I have given Ext. Ml report to the Secretary. I do not kuow 
whether he has made any enquiry on that. Do you know whether a copy of 
Ext. Ml report was given to workman Joy and an explanation was obtained 
( A ) I do not know . There is an attendance register . That is in my custody 
and I am keeping it. The employees come before me and put their 
signatures there. Was the attendance register in your custody during 
14-5-1971, 15-5-1971 and 16-5-1971 respectively ? ( A ) All the attendance 

I do not 
registers of the employees were kept in the Bank for some time. 
know when the attendance register of the employees of the business was 
transferred . In the attendance register ifthe employee is absent, absence 
will bemarked . If he is on leave, leave will be marked. There was no such 
occasion . When I have asked about this to Sri Joy he has been telling me 
that he has got influence over the M. L. A., since he is related to him and 
therefore nothing is going to be done against him . This fact was stated in 
Ext. Mi. On 18-3-1971 an order was issued to Shri Joy stating that he is appo 
inted as the M nager of the Consumer Textiles and I was removed to the office. 
You were not happy aboutthat, is it not ? (A ) I was not unhappy . But nobody 
came for taking the charge. I know that a preliminary enquiry was condu 
cted on my report. That was done by the President before 14-7-1971. 


Who are the people who have participated in the same? ( A ) The President 
has questioned all the three tailors at the textile shop . I have not given 
my statement in that enquiry. I have not seen any record regarding the 
said enquiry. Have you given a statement in the enquiry dated 14-7-1971 ? 
( A ) I do not remember . My work is supervision of the work done by the 
employees in the textile shop and to give the inte ds to the society regarding 
the purchase of textiles etc. Were you doing the work of . Accountant- cum 
Salesman ? (A ) As and when Joy was not doing that work I used to do 
that work . Whe i the Manager is present Joy was not cutting the textiles 
and writing the bills. I have stated about that matter in Ext. Mi. I have 
not demanded an explanation from Joy in writing . Myself, the Secretary 
and the President are all on intimate terms. I do not know whether there 
was any adjudication against that. I do not know whether any ofmy state 
ments were in the possession of Joy when he was cross-examined . 

7. MW2 is Shri V. V. Joseph . He has deposed as follows: 

Chief: I was the President of the Vazhithala Co - operative Society for 
4 years. My period terminated by 1971. I know . Joseph Joy . I have 
conducted an enquiry against him . He was appointed in the Vazhithala 
Society as Accountant-cum -Salesman . He was appointed first in the office . 
Thereafter he was appointed in the textiles. There was a Manager also in 
the textile wing . The Manager has given a petition to the Society. That 
is already marked as Ext. Mi. I have conducted a preliminary enquiry on 
Ext. M1. It was after that a charge memo was issued . Copy of the same is 
Ext. M3. I have asked Joseph Joy about the matter before the preliminary 
enquiry was conducted . When I questioned him he has denied all the alle 
gations. In Ext. M3 I have stated five charges. The second charge is 
regarding Ext. Mi report. There was a petition regarding the first charge . 
Regarding the third charge I do not remember whether a written petition 
was given . It is only a hearsay. Regarding charge No. 4 the Secretary 
has produced attendance register and the portions where the attendance was 
marked and the attendance was net marked . Regarding charge No. 5 no 
written petition was given . Put Peeli Varley has toldme. A reply was given 
to Ext. M3. Copy of the same is marked as Ext. M1. As enquiry was condu 
cted and Peeli Varghese was examined . I have recorded the questions of 
Joseph Joy and also the answers. The records are marked as Ext. M5. The 
Secretary of the Bank was examined and cross- examined . That also was 
recorded by mewhich is marked as Ext. M6 . The statement of Mathai was 
recorded . Ext.M7 is the memo issued 

Joseph Joy asking him whether he 
had to say anything. The explanation given by him regarding the same is 
marked as Ext. M8. After Ext. M8 an order was passed on 24-7-1971 dis 
missing him from service . That is marked as Ext. M9. At the time of dis 
missal Joy has filed an appeal. Then I was not the President. All the 
depositions were recorded in my presence. On the basis of the depositions 
Ext. M9order was passed . 

Cross : I have studied up to 8th class. I do not know correctly how to write 
and read English . I do not remember the qualifications of the Secretary 
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M. T. Joseph . I say that he had no qualifications regarding the Co-opera 
tive Societies, is it not ? (A ) I do not know . I say that since he had no 
qualification he had obtained exemption , is it right ? (A ) I do not know . 
I think Joy was appointed during my period as the President. Is it right 
when it is said that Joy is appointed on 1-6-1968 ? (A ) I do notremember. 

Is it rightwhen it is said that he was the Accountant- cum -Salesman on a 
monthly pay of Rs. 165 ? ( A ) The cader is correct. But I do not know 
about his salary. I think Joy has told me that he has passed Pre-degree . 
According to my knowledge there was no employee in the Society who has 
passed Pre-degree. Do you know that Joy has completed his probatoin 
period satisfactorily ? ( A ) I do not remember. Since he has completed his 
probation period satisfactorily he was confirm d in the year 1968, is i right ? 
( A ) It is right to say that he was confirmed . Was Joy promoted as an 
Accountant during July 1969 ? (A ) No. According to my memory there 
is no record to show that in the office. When he was appointed as Accoin 
tant he was given a salary of Rs. 185 per mensem , can you deny ? ( ) I do 
not remember. For the Accountant the Society has fixed a scale of pay. 
That is 90-5-100-6-190 , can you deny ? ( A ) I do not remenber. When I 
was the President, a Pay Revision Committee was appointed . They have 
submitted a report. That report, was accepted by the Society Board. As 
per that report, was the scale of pay of the Manager and the Accountant 
the same ? (A ) I do not remember . Thit scale is 90-190 , is it not ( A ) I 
do not know . , On . 18-3-1971 did the Society appoint Joy as the Manager 
of the textile wing ? ( A ) I do not remember and I do not remember 
whether he has taken charge as Manager. When Joy was appointed as the 
Manager did he ask for stock Verifications ? ( A ) I do not remember, 
When Joy returned after the completion of the leave was the appointment 
as Manager cancelled ? ( A ) I do not remember. You have cancelled the 
appointment as Manager without assigning any reason whatsoever ? (A ) I 
do not remember . Without any reason the cadre of Accountant in which 
Joy was placed was abolished . Is there any reason for abolishing the place 
of Accountant ? (A ) It was the Accountant of Store and that place was 
abolished . When you abolished the Accountant s place no the Store there 
was a vacancy of a Manager in the Store, is it right ? (A ) There was vacancy 
of a Salesman in the Store . There was no vacancy of Manager. After 
abolishing the Accountant s place you have reverted Joy as Accountant-cum 
Salesman , is itnot ? Have you stated any reason for reversion ? ( A ) When 
there was a vacancy we have appointed Joy in the place. I do not know 
whether the reason for reversion was intimated to Joy. I say that you have 
reverted Joy without any reason in order to wreak vengeance on him , can 
you deny ? (A ) I had no vengeance against him . It is right to say that 
inspite of all these on 20-4-1971 Joy accepted the place as Accountant-cum 
Salesman and took charge. Is it right that you have suspended him from 
service pending enquiry on 19-5-1971 ? (A ) It is right. But I do not re 
member the date. I have suspended him on the basis of Ext. Ml. The 
Manager of textile was K. M.Mathai then . Have you given the copy or 
the original of the report to Joy ? ( A ) I do not remember to have given 
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him . Have you given a service order to Joy appointing him as theManage 
of the Textiles ? (A ) Yes. That service order is marked as Ext. Wi. 
The proceedings of the Board meeting are written by the Secretary then 
and there. The report regarding the revision of salary is produced and 
marked as Ext. Mió . In Ext. M10 the scale of pay of Accountant and 
Manager shown as 90-190 is correct. It is also written in Ext.M10 that 
whenever an employee is transferred hemust be transferred in a cadre which 
is having a scale of pay equivalent to the scale of pay which was enjoyed by 
him (clause 13). The report of the Pay Revision Committee is produced and 
marked as Ext. M11, 1 here is no record to prove that I have qu - stioned Joy 
before conducting the preliminary enquiry . I have asked him orally in person . 
Is there any iecord to show that there was a preliminary enquiry ? (A ) It is 
not recorded . Ext. M3 was not written by me. I do not remember who has 
written the same. I have not submitted any report regarding my preliminary 
enquiry to the Board . In Ext. M4 Joy has demanded that the enquiry should 
be conducted in the prese ce of a responsible officer. That request was not 
granted . I think we have written to Joy that we will not grant the same. 
Can you produce a copy of the same ? ( A ) I cannot say now . Is there any 
reason for rrjecting the request ? (A ) Yes. Since there was no such rule 
in the service rule and since it was not possible to get the particular officer 
at that tiine, the request was not granted . These reasons were , according 
to my memory, in imated to Shri Joy in writing. I can produce a copy 
of the same ? I do not think I have intimated the Board that Joy has 
requested for the presence of an impartial Officer in the enquiry. I do not 
know the general rule that a person who prepares the charge should not adju 
dicate the case. You have examined thres witnesses in the enquiry , on 
14-7-1971. Have you taken their statement earlier ? ( A ) I do not remember. 
Wehave received a petition from Peeli Varkey and theManager. I do not re 
member whether we have given copies of the petitions to Joy at the time ofthe 
enquiry . We have not consucted th- Chief examination ofthe three witnesses. 
The three witness w re examined and I have prepared a report on the same 
day in which I have recorded that Joy must be dismissed from Service . Did 
you place that report beore Board andobtain their permission ? ( A ) Yes. 
Is there any record in the Board to show the same ? (A ) I do not remember. 
The attendance reġi ter is placed on the table of the Secretary . Usually it 
is in the possession of the Secre ary. The employees sign the same in his pre 
sence . In his atendance register the name of Joy can be seen . 

At the 
time of h : enquiry this arendance register wis not presen before me. 
There is no record to h.w that during he enquiry this a endance register 
was produced and shown to Shri Joy. I have asked Joy whe her he has got 
any witnesses after the examination of the Ihree wiin ssess . That mater is 
s ated in the enquiry. Thereafter Joy subinitted Ext. M8 statement. Was 
there any documentary evidence to show hat Shri Joy was wri ing the 
accouns of Sobhana Theatre within he extile shop ? (A ) I do not reme 
miber. Was there any evidence to show that Joy has virified and vituperated 
against the member of the Board and the Pres dent ? ( A ) My member : 
ship number in the Society is 736 and Joy has referred to me as 736 and 
used to say that 736 is coming. Is there any evidence to show that 


Peeli Varkey haswithdrawn the deposit for and on behalf Joy ? (A ) It was 
not withdrawn for Joy . The amount which was withdrawn by Peeli Varkey 
was expended for purchasing proper ics . My period terminated in the year 
1971. Your period terminated on 30-6-1971, is it right ? (A ) It was 
during 1971. I do not remember the date . There was an elec ion petition 
and my period was extended by the Deputy Registrar. It is marked as 
Ext. Mí2 . The appeal men orandum is marked as Ext. M13. The stay 
order is Ext. M14 . As per he order of the Circle Officer on 23-7-1971 1 
have relinquished my charge. That order is marked as Ext. M15 . The 
order cancelling the post of Joseph Joy is marked as Ext. M16 . The deci. 
sion of the Committee is marked as Ext. M17.- The bye-laws of the Service 
Society is marked as Ext. M18 . You have been continuing deliberately 
with a view that Joy should not be allowed to enter the service , is it not ? 
( A ) I deny. 

8. MW3 is Shri K. M. Jose. He has deposed as follows: 

Chief: I was the President of the Vazhithala Co -operative Society from 
1971 to 1975. I know Joseph Joy. He was dismissed from service before 
· I became the President. When I was the President Joy has filed an appeal 

before the Board . I was the President during the time of the decision of the 
same. During the time of dismissal I was not in the Board . The appeal 
was discussed in the Board . There were two factions, one demanding rein 
statement and the other opposing the same. The decision of the Board was 
postponed . Since Joy has submitted a letter of ap logy before the mee ing 
of the next Board one faction opined that he should be appointed a fre h . 
On that basis a fresh appointment order was issued to Joy : But he has not 
given any reply. He has not joined the service. He has not intimated any 
reason for the s me. Myself and Joy are related . My mother and Jov s 
mother are children of a brother and sister . Did you persuade or pressurise 
Joy to write the apology letter ? (A ) No. The apology letter was submi 
tted to me by Joy coming to the Bank . Weused to see each other before 
that. He used to tell me that he should be reinstated at any rate. The 
theatre is conducted by the rela ive of Joseph Joy . He used to write the 
accounts of the theatre by going to the theatre. I have been telling Joy that I 
will not be able to do anything individually and the Board should decide. 
The appealmemorandum is marked as Ext. M19 . The copy of the apology 
letter is Ext. M20 . The copy of the decision of the Committee is produced 
and marked Ext. M21 . The letter which was given to the Presiden by Joy 
on 28-1-1972 is marked as Ext. M22. The appointment order given by me 
to Joy thereafter is marked as Ext. M23 . Before an appealwas filed by Joy 
before the Board he has filed an appeal before the Assista t Registrar. The 
true copy of the appeal is marked as Ext. M24 . The notice issued by the 
Assistant Registrar is marked as Ext. M25. The appealwas dismissed by 
the Assistant Registrar stating that he has no jurisdiction . After the fresh 
appointment the Bank has initiated steps against Joy for rea isation of the 
amount due from him . Joy has filed a petition before the D. L. O. after 
about two years of the same. 


Cross : I think it was during June 1971 I was elected as member and I 
became the President after two months of the election . It was the Board 
which elected meas the President. My predecessor President was MW2 
V. V. Joseph . After my election as the President V. V. Joseph did not give 
me charge because there was a stay of the Deputy Registrar. The stay was 
issued on the basis of an election petition . On the basis of stay V. V. Joseph 
continued for a period of two months. Thereafter the Co-operative Depart 
ment in formed V. V. Joseph to hand over charge to me. That order was 
passed on 23-7-1971. During this period Joy was out of service. Regarding 
the two factions I do not remember how many members were there in each 
of t e factions. During my discussion with Joy nothing was mentioned about 
apology . In the appeal memorandum Ext. M19 Joy has not mentioned 
anything about the letter of apology . On the other hand in the appeal 
memorandum he has said that he has not committed any misconducts and 
that the previous President has not given him opportunity to prove his 
innocence. Is there any record to show the names of persons who opposed 
him and supported him ? ( A ) I do not remember. Ext. M21 is the procee 
dings of the 12th Committee meeting dated 28-12-1971 . Four conditions 
were recorded in Ext. M21. It was thereafter Ext. M22 was written . That 
was given on 28-1-1972 . After Ext. M21 within one month s period Ext. 
M22 was written by Joy. I do not remember whether Ext. M22 was received 
on 28-1-1972 . Ext. M23 appointment order was issued on 22-2-1972 . In 
Ext M23 you have introduced two more conditions which were not present 
in Ext. M22, is it not? (A ) Yes. When an employee is appointed afresh 
securi y is obtained from him usually. That is according to the bye-law of 
the Bank . There is another rule that when a person enters the service of the 
Bank he should not have any dues to the Bank. Therefore he was directed 
to remit the dues. You have introduced these two conditions in Ext. M23 
after asking Shri Joy, is it not? ( A ) No. Before Ext. M23 Joy has deposited 
his security there. That security was in the Bank . Before Ext. M23 did 
you demand Joy by notice that he should remit the arrears? ( A ) I do not 
remember . There should not be arrears of more than three months . Is it 
stated in your bye-law that a dismissed employee should be appointed afresh ? 
( A ) Nothing is said in the bye -law . Is it stated in the bye -law that when 
you appoint him afresh you should demand security again ? ( A ) Nothing is 
mentioned about the dismissed employee in the bye-laws. After submitting 
Ext. M22 by Joy is there any reason for the delay in giving Ext. M23 ? ( A ) 
There is no reason . It is said by Joy that he has written the letter of apology 
only because of your persuasion , can you deny? (A ) I do deny . 

Re: Did Joy request that the old security must be taken into considera 
tion when the new security is demanded ? (A ) He has not made any request . 
What is the reason for demanding security from Joy ? (A ) It is because of 
the custom that security will be demanded for fresh appointment. 

9. MW4 is Shri M. T. Joseph . He has deposed as follows: 

Chief: I am the Secretary of the Vazhithala Service Co -operative 
i ociety since 1960 . Ext. M9 is the dismissal order issued to Joseph Joy 
through me. The forwarding letter of Ext. M9 is marked as Ext. M26 .

Itwas the then President who has made the enquiries against Joseph Joy. 
He was dismissed ! from service during the time ofMW2. After Shri 
V.V. Joseph was removed and before MW3 took charge there was an elec 
tion petition and a stay order. During the time of K.M. Joseph as President 
there was a discussion for taking back Joy . I was also present in the Board . 
The decision of that Board is marked as Ext. M21. Before taking the deci 
sion Joy has submitted a letter of apology. That is Ext. M20.Thereafter 
the letter sent by Joy on 28-1-1972 accepting the terms prescribed by the 
Bank is Ext. M22. Ext. M23 is the appointment order of the Bank . Joy 
did not join the service as per that. He has not even given a reply to Ext. 
M23. After dismissing him from service it was found that he owed money 
to the Society. Wehave taken steps to realise the amount. The conference. 
notice issued by the D. L. O., Idukki on 7-2-1972 is marked as Ext. M27 . 
The letter submitted by Joy to the Bank thereafter is marked as Ext. M28. 
During the period between Ext. M23 , and M27 Joy has not submitted any 
complaint to the Bank . 

Cross : From 30-11-1960 up till date I am the Secretary of the Society. 
I have passed 7th class. Is this qualification enough for the Secretary? 
( A ) I was given exemption on 6-7-1971 . It was Mr. P.J. Joseph who was 
the President then . I know how to write and read English . When I was 
studying in the 7th standard during 1947 I was studying English. I do not 
know whether Joseph Joy has studied upto B. Sc. In the application of 
Joy it is stated that he is S.S.L.C. I do not know whether he has studied 
up to Pre -degree. P. R. Sreedharan is a person who has studied up to 
Pre-degree. I think Joy was appointed on 1-6-1968 as Accountant-cum 
Salesman . The probation period of Joy was satisfactory . Was he confirmed 
by the end of 1968 ? (A ) As per the byelaws he must be confirmed after 
six months probation . Order was not issued but he was confirmed . That 
is the usual custom in the Society. Was Mr. Joy promoted on July 1969 as 
Accountant with Rs. 185 asmonthly salary ? (A ) I do not remember the 
date, but he was given salary of Rs. 185 on the Accountant s cadre. No 
promotion order was given as such . On 18-3-1971 Joy was transferred as 
Manager of the Consumer Textile Wing . The transfer order was given by 
me. Ext. W1 order was sent by me. Joy took privilege leave with effect 
from 20-3-1971 to 20-4-1971, is it not ? (A ) He has gone on privilege leave. 
But I do not remember the date. After he has gone on privilege leave the 
transfer order posting him as Manager was cancelled . But I do not reme 
mber the date of order of cancellation . The post of Accountant was 
thereafter abolished . When the post of Accountantwas abolished there was 
a vacancy of Accountant in the store wing. From the storewing during the 
years 1970 and 1971 two persons have resigned and have gone out of service . 
Joy has taken privilege leave. Thus three vacancies arose. In these 
circumstances the general body made work arrangements . The temporary 
post in the office section was abolished and it was transferred to the store. 
I think this decision was taken on 13-4-1971. After the work arrangements 
nobody was appointed as Accountant. Thereafter Joy was reverted, is it 
not ? ( A ) He was transferred . Joy ,bas thereafter taken charge under 


protest, is it not ? (A ) He has not given us any written protest. Ext. MI 
report was submitted by MWI Mathai. I have made enquiries about the 
riport. I have questioned those who were present. I have questioned the 
tailor Kanmoni and Gopalan and one or two others. I have not obtained 
a written statement from each of them . Gopalan is even now working in 
the Society. Kanmoni is alive. The result ofmy enquiry was given to the 
President in writing. That was during May 1971. I do not remember the 
date. That record is in our office. That is not produced before court. 
The President has made on enquiry. He has also questioned the relevant 
people. He has not conducted an enquiry in writing . I have not parti 
cipated in that enquiry. I do not know whether Joy was included in the 
enquiry . I do not know whether any explanation was sought from Joy by 
the President. I usually take part in the Board Meeting. The Proceedings 
are written by me. I know Peeli Varkey , who is a Bank depositor since 
ten years. He has not given any written complaint to me. He has given 
complaint to the President. There is record to show the same." That is not 
produced before court. On 14-7-1971 the President has conducted an 
enquiry against Joy. I have participated in the same. Have you given 
a written statement to the President in the enquiry ? _ ( A ) Yes. That was 
on 14-7-1971 itself at the time of the enquiry . I do not know whether 
I have got a copy of the same. I say that before this court or in the enquiry 
that file is not produced , can you deny ? ( A ) I can neither deny nor accept 
since I do not remember. MW2 President has deposed before court that 
you have not given any such statement, what do you say ? ( A ) I have nothing 
to say. Do you know whether that statementwas given to Joy by the Presi 
dent at the time of enquiry ? ( A ) I do not know . Before the enquiry against 
Joy was conducted how many aitendance registers were there in your office? 
( A ) Two attendance registers, one in the store section and the other in the 
office section . I do not remember whether the two attendance registers 
weremaintained before 14-7-1971 or after 14-7-1971. The attendance registers 
were inmy custody. On 14-5-1971, 15-5-1971, 17-5-1971 and 18-5-1971 there 
was one attendance register and that was in your possession , can you deny? 
(A ) I cannot deny. In this attendance register the name of Joy was there, can 
you deny? (A ) I cannot deny . When they come for work in the morning they 
put their signatures in the attendance either in front ofme or in front of the 
person to whom I give charge. They put a cross in the column. When they 
come late , late mark is made. If they do not come for work up to 10 a.m. 
they will be marked as absent. On 14 , 15 and 17 did you do sich things ? 
( A ) No. What is the reason for the same? ( A ) On 14-5-1971 I was 
leave . On 15-5-1971 I have gone to Ernakulam on duty. 16-5-1971 was 
Sunday . On 17-5-1971 I have seen that Joy has not marked his 
attendance. On these days the charge was with the Asst. Secretary . 
The attendance register was in his possession , Did you produce that 
attendance register in the enquiry conducted on 14-4-1971 ? 

(A ) The President has not demanded the same and so it was not 
produced . The key of the office will be handed over to the Textile Mana 
ger by the Attender after closing the office. If an employee is not marking 
his attendance what will you do ? 
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( A ) Such an incident has not taken place. Has such an incident 
taken place regarding Joy ? (A ) The President has a ked sich a question 
orally. From 14-5-1971 to 18-5-1971 or thereafter nobody has unauthorisel 
ly opened the office according to my knowledge. Ext. M16 is signed by 
me. Ext. M21 is signed by me. Ext. M21 is an order as per the decision 
of the Committee . That decision can be seen as per the minutes in which 
the members present have put their signatures. For the matter of not 
marking of attendance I have not sought explanation from Joy in writing. 
Ext. M29 is a letter sent from the Circle Office to the Secretary on 
19-7-1971. The letter from the Society to the Deputy Registrar of Co 
operative Societies at Ernakulam dated 26-7-1971 is marked as Ext. M30 . 
The copy of the letter sent by the Secretary on 19-7-1971 to the Circle 
Officer is Ext. M31. The copy of the letter by Joy on 18-3-1971 to the 
Secretary is marked as Ext. M32 . 

Re: There were tailors in the textile wing. Their names are given 
by me in the cross- examination . In Ext. M9 as per clause 3 (c) you have 
deposed that there is no charge arainst Joy , what is the reason ? ( A ) I 
was referring to the written charge. The Presidentmight have asked him 
orally. As per Ext. M9 clause 3 (c) can you say that Joy has marked 
attendance for three days together ? ( A ) Each column is set apart for 
each day and it cannot be seen from the same that three days attendance 
were marked together. 

10. WWI is Shri Joseph Joy himself. He has deposed as follows: 

Chief: I am the workman in this case. I have studied up to B. Sc. In 
the employer Society I was first appointed as Accountant- cum - Salesman on 
1-6-1968 . I was given a salary of Rs. 165 per mensem . After the probation 
period I was confirmed in the service by the end of 1968. As Accountant 
cum -Salesman probation period was six months. During July 1969 I was 
promo ed as Accountant and I was given an enhanced salary of Rs. 185 . 
My scale of pay at that timewas 90-190 . That was as per a Pay Commis 
sion Report. Asper the Pay Commission Report the post of Manager as 
well as the Accountant were made equivalent. In the year 1971 I was 
transferred as Manager of the Textiles. The order transferring me as 
Manager was given over to me by the Secretary on 18-3-1971 which is 
Ext. W1. When I was appointed as Manager I have requested that the stock 
should be verified . I was because the liability of stock is vested on the 
Manager . But the Management did not allow the same. I went on 
privilage leave for one month s time. Thatwas from 20-3-1971 to 20-4-1971. 
When I came back after the leave my promotion as Minager 
was cancelled without assigning any reason whatsoever. The post of 
Accountant also was abolished without assigning any reason . Then I was 
reverted and was appointed as Accountant-cum -Salesman without assigning 
any reason whatsoever . When I was reverted so , there was a vacant place 
of a Manager in the consumer store . You could have been posted there, 
is it not ? ( A ) . Yes. But I was not posted , but a junior was appointed 
there. P. R. Sreedharan is that junior. He is even now in the service of 
the Society. When I was reverted I have joined service under protest. 
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Thereafter I received the suspension order on 19-5-1971. That was the 
order of the President V. V. Joseph . V. V. Joseph was examined before 
this court as MW2. He has suspended me on the basis of a report of the 
Textile Manager. I was suspended pending enquiry . But I was not served 
with a copy of the report. Nothing was done on that report. It is said by 
MW2 before this court that he has conducted a preliminary enquiry on that, 
I have no knowledge about the same. On 31-5-1971 I was served with a 
charge-sheet by the President V. V. Joseph. I was asked to submit the 
explanation . On 5-6-1971 I have submitted my explanation denying all the 
charges. But I have requested the Management to conduct the enquiry in 
the presense of a responsible officer. Why did you request so ? (A ) It 
was because I have felt that the Presidentwas deliberately victimising me. 
I have also asked him to give me a personal hearing . But I was not given 
any personal hearing before the enquiry was conducted . I have again 
requested that the enquiry must be conducted by another person other than 
the President. That was also not granted . I was given a notice to be 
present for the enquiry on 14-7-1971. I was present. I was asked to 
cross-examine the witnesses. There were Peeli Varkey , K.M.Mathai and 
M.T. Joseph as witnesses. Peeli Varkey is not examined before this court. 
The other two are examined . They were not examined in chief. But the 
President has deposed before this court that he has obtained written state 
ments of all the three witnessess . Were you given the copies of the said written 
statements in the enquiry ? ( A ) No. Except the three persons nobody was 
examined . They have not asked me whether I have got any witnesses ofmy 
own. It was asked that I should give a statement. That was also given . 
In that statement I have stated that he action of the Management 
is deliberate . I was given the dismissal order on 28-7-1971 ." I was dismissed 
with effect from the suspension date. I submit that I was deliberately sus 
pended and dismissed from service by the Management. When I was served 
with the dismissal order the President was V. V. Joseph himself . His period 
was to expire on 30-6-1971. But it was not terminated on that date, since 
Shri V. V. Joseph has persuaded some of his people to file an election 
petition in order to obtain an extensio 1. Thereafter , since there was no 
other go he ceased to be the President of the Society. Then Shri K.M.Joseph 
became the President. I have filed an appeal against the dismissal to the 
new President MW3. It was placed before the Committee for discussion . 
There was no unanimity against the same. Then MW3has informed me 
that if I tender a letter of apology I will be reinstated in service by the 
Committee unanimously. I believed the same. I have tendered the letter 
of apology in his hands. The Committee then decided on the basis of the 
letter of apology to appoint me afresh with certain conditions of service. 
This decision was taken by the Committee on 28-12-1971. Accordingly I 
was given an order on 4-1-1972 . That was an order allowing my appeal. 
There were 2 or 3 conditions in the order, which were that I am app vinted 
afresh , that I should not demand arrears of wages and that I will be posted 
in the post in which I was, at the time of dism ssal. Did you enter the 
service on these terms ? (A ) No. On 22-2-1972. I was given the appoint 
ment order. But in that order two more conditions were introduced . The 
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Management has never asked me about such conditions previously. In that 
order it was stated that if I do not agree with the terms and conditionsspeci 
fied therein , the order allowing the appeal will be cancelled . But I did not 
join service as per that order. I have filed an arbitration ca e before the 
Assistant Registrar of Co-operative Societies. That was dismissed by the 
Assistant Registrar on the ground that he has no jurisdiction . Thereafter 
the D. L. O. convened a conciliation conference. The Management was 
present on one occasion . But the conciliation failed and this case was 
referred for adjudication . My prayer is that I must be reinstated in service 
with full back wages. The facts mentioned in the claim statement are true 
and correct. 

Thewitness was thereafter referring to all the documents exhibited and 
marked in the case. 

Cross : I have entered the service on 1-6-1968 . I was dismissed on 
26-7-1971. At the time ofmy dismissal I was getting Rs. 185 as monthly 
salary. I have seen Ext. M18. I have seen Ext. Mi1 also . Those docu 
ments are produced according to my request. I do not know whether any 
body was reverted at the time. But I have joined the service after my 
leave . I have seen Ext. M16 , only after producing it befo e court . 
Ext. M16 it is seen that several people were transferred . I have not worked 
even on a day, as Manager . I have taken leave after receiving Ext.Mi. 

The Bank had one provisions section as well as one textiles section . There 
+ was only one Manager for both the sections. Till I was dismissed from 

service it was not joined together . Thereafter it was joined together. In the 
chief you have said that there was a vacancy of a Manager in the consumer 

section . Whose place was that ? ( A ) It was that of K. M.Mathai 
• (MW1) . In the textile section both the Manager and the Salesman tend 

ered their resignation . Mathai s place was not filled up . The place of the 
Textile Wing Manager and Salesman were filled up by transferring the 
Manager from the consumer store . During the period of my suspension 
up till date of my dismissal the President was the same. Thereafter the 
President K. M. Joseph. He was examined here. Thereafter 
P. A. Immanuel became the President. He is the present. President also . 
When I submitted Ext. M20 the President was K.M. Joseph . I have 
tendered Ext. M20 letter only because of the persuasion and pressure exerted 
on me by the PresidentK. M. Joseph . Have you intimated anywhere about 
the same? ( A ) I have stated in my case before the Co -operative Department, 
i.e. Ext. M24 . It is stated on page 3 para 2 of Ext. M24 . I have filed 
Ext. M24 on 21-4-1972. I have never withdrawn Ext. M20 letter . As 
a reply to Ext. Meo I was given Ext. M21 letter referring to the 
decision of the Committee. I have given Ext. M22 for the game. 
For that I was given Ext. M23 appointment order. Was 
there any arrears due from you at the time of your dismissal? (A ) I do not 
remember. If it is said that you had arrears of Rs. 441 in the Bank at that 
time can you deny ? (A ) I do not remember. 

I have not given any reply 
to Ext. M23 appointment order. I have not joined the service also. I have 

GA 282/) . 
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given petition to the D. L. O. on February 1974 . 

I have not given a copy 
to the Bank. After Ext. M23 I have sent my first letter to the Bank which 
is Ext. M28 . Were you not questioned directly when MW2 conducted a 
preliminary enquiry ? (A ) No. In the enquiry dated 14-7-1971 the three 
witnesses mentioned by me were cross-examined by me. 

There were no 
other witnesses. After the enquiry I have given a statement. 

It was a 
detailed statement denying all the charges. 

When MW3has promised me 
that I will be reinstated two of my uncles were present and the Board 
members M /s. Immanuel and K. George were present. I was not present 
for work on 18-3-1971 and 19-3-1971. Sobhana Talkies was situated near 
the Bank . I had no work in Shobhana talkies at that time. 
were in the textiles you used to write the accounts of the Shobhana talkies, 
can you deny ? (A ) I do deny. For Shobhana talkies I have issued receipt 
to the Bank in lieu of themoney given for exhibition of slide . I do not 
remember the amount. It was a monthly charge. On 7-5-1971 MWI 
asked me to put the sales price of the umbrellas and I have done that. 
When you were asked so by MW1 it is said that you have simply laid down 
on the floor over the textile pieces, is it right? (A ) I have never done so . 
Have you utilised the bail cover of textiles? ( A ) No. The committee 
members of the Bank are taken by election . I have never participated in 
the election work . I am a member of the society . I have got a right to 
vote. Naturally I was interested in the success of our candidates. But all 
of our candidates were not successful. 

Re : You have said that you have not worked as Manager as per 
Ext. Wi. What have you to say ? (A ) I have asked for the stock verifica 
tion and since it was not accepted I was not working as Manager. I have 
never received any notice from the Bank regarding the arrears . I was not 
given any materials for cross -examining the witnesses in the enquiry . 

11. When the case came up for arguments the learned counsel for the 
workman filed elaborate argument notes and the learned counsel for the 
Management submitted that the notes of the Management are being filed . 
Inspite of the fact, that the Management was given ample time for filing 
their argument notes, the argument notes of the Management could be filed 
by their counsel, only by the last week of October 1976 . 

12. In the argument notes submitted by the learned counsel for the 
workman he has summarised the facts of the case as per his statements and 
also the contentions of theManagement in accordance with their statements. 
On the basis of the facts and circumstances of the case, the points for 
consideration are as follows: 

(i) Whether the reference is bad in law and on facts and whether 

the Tribunal has jurisdiction to adjudicate the issue referred . 
(ii) Whether the enquiry conducted by the employer is valid and 

proper and/or whether the enquiry is defective on account of 

violation of the principles of natural justice . 
( iii) Whether the action of the Management is motivated by victimi 

sation or unfair labour practice. 


. 
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( iv ) Whether the dismissal of the wcrkman is justified or not. 

(v ) To what relief is the workman entitled ? 
13. Regarding point No. 1 ,viz., whether the reference is bad in law 
and on facts and whether the Tribunal has jurisdiction to adjudicate the 
issue referred , although the Management has harped much upon the same 
in their counter statement, in the argument notes submitted by the learned 
counsel for the Management nothing is mentioned about the " bad reference 
or lack of jurisdiction of the Tribunal." The case set up by the learned 
counsel for the Management as per his argument notes is, that " though the 
reference order is couched as dismissal it is really a case of abandonment 
of job , since although he was dismissed from service with effect from 
19-5-1971 by order dated 24-7-1971 the Management was pleased to appoint 
him afresh as per Ext: M23 order dated 22-2-1972 , imposing certain condi 
tions precedent.” According to the learned counsel for the Management 
the workman has neither joined duty as per Ext. M23 order, nor has he 
written to the Management refusing to join duty on the basis of the condi 
tions imposed , for a period of two years and only as a blot from the blue 
the notice from the District Labour Officer, Idikki posting the dispute for 
conciliation was served on the Management during February 1974 . 
Therefore the learned counsel for theManagementhas asserted with al 
force , that the delinquent workman has abandoned his work voluntarily and 
so the question of dismissal does not arise. 

"14. Although the argument notes of the Management were submitted 
much after the submission of the argument notes by the learned counsel 
for the workman , the learned counsel for the workman has effectively 
met this argument in advance, by declaring that this argument has no merit . 
He has declared that Ext. M23 order is the culmination of the appeal 
proceedings before the Board initiated by the workman and even after 
Ext. M23 order the arbitration proceedings before the Assistant Registrar, 
initiated at the instance ofthe workman , were pending decision . According 
to the learned counsel for the workman this appeal and arbitration proceed 
ings are a continuation of the dismissal order and the one cannot be separa 
ted from the other. 

15. This argument of the learned counsel for the workman has much 
force and it has to be noted that the judgement was passed in the arbitration 
proceedings by the Assistant Registrar of Co-operative Societies only on 
28-11-1973. Since the ruling of the Hon ble High Court of Kerala reported 
in 1973 K.L.T. 523 clinched the issue the learned Registrar has decided 
that he has no jurisdiction to try this case as it is an industrial dispute Pure 
and simple. As I have mentioned above this jedgment was pronounced by the 
Assistant Registrar only on 28-11-1973, i.e., about two years after the issue 
of appointment order by thc Society, viz., "Ext. M23. In the light of this 
order the workman has approached the Labour Department and the District 
Labour Officer has issued the conciliation notice during February 1974 . 
Thus on a careful consideration of the facts of the case it can be seen that 
no latcheswere committed by the delinquent workman at any time during 
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the period from 19-5-1971 to February 1974. It is only true and correct to 
say that he has meticulously pursuing his endeavour to get his grievances 
redressed . Therefore, even as per the facts of the case, which can never be 
denied by the Management, it cannot be considerated that the workman has 
voluntarily abandoned his service at any time as claimed by the Manage 
ment . 

16. Further, the reference is dismissal” of the workman from service 
and this court has no jurisdiction to adjudicate on any other extraneous 
matter other than the dismissal from service as per the order dated 24-7-1971 
purporting to be, with effect from 19-5-1971. Therefore taking all the facts 
and circumstances into consideration , it is only just and reasonable on my 
part to come to the conclusion that the reference is beyond any challenge 
either in law or on facts and this Tribunal has jurisdiction to adjudicate the 
issue . 

17. It is surprising to note that the learned counsel for the Manage 
ment has also contended in the reply statement, that even assuming that the 
reference is within law , dispute should have been referred to the Labour 
Court and not to the Industrial Tribunal. Of course this argument does not 
deserve any consideration , Since it is very clearly and specifically mentioned 
under Section 7A ( 1) that the Industrial Tribunals are empowered to adjudi 
cate industrial disputes relating to any inatter whether specified in the 
Second Schedule or in the Third Schedule ; when as per Section 7 (1) the 
Labour Court is only empowered to adjudicate industrial disputes relating 
to matters specified in the Second Schedule alone , in the ordinary course. 
The items of dismissal and discharge are prescribed in the Second Schedule 
and the Industrial Tribunals are entitled to adjudicate on matters from the 
Second Schedule as well as from the Third Schedule . These are funda 
mentals which should be known to everybody dealing with the industrial 
adjudication . 

18. The second point for consideration is whether the enquiry 
conducted by the employer is valid and proper and /or whether the enquiry 
is defective on account of violation of principles of natural justice” , 

Even 
before referring to the contentions of the learned counsel for the workman as 
per his argument notes, I have to deal with the contentions raised by the 
learned counsel for the Management in his argument notes. 

In fact the 
argument notes of the learned counsel for the Management starts with this 
point. It is his case that the Management is highly prejudiced by the order 
of this court dated 2-8-1975 on the petition filed by the Management on 
5-7-1975 requesting to decide whether the enquiry conducted by the 
Management is just and fair or that the findings are perverse " , as a preli 
minary issue . 

19. I have already discussed at the outset about the petition and the 
concomitant order passed by this court on 2-8-1975 . In the concerned 
petition paras 2, 3 and 4 read as follows: 

" 2. Before dismissing the worker the Management have conducted 

a fair and just domestic enquiry adhering to all the principles 
of natural justice . 
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cases. 


3 .. In view of this there is no need for the management to let 

in any evidence before this Hon ble Tribunal. 
4 . However, without prejudice to the above submission, if for 

any reason , this Hon ble Tribunal finds that the enquiry is 
not just and fair or that findings are perverse, the Manage 
ment may at that stage be permitted to let in evidence in 

support of the charges against the worker" . 
20. In the objections filed by the workman it is affirmed that 
although the Management has submitted their counter statement on 
22-2-1975 against the claim statement filed by the workman on 1-2-1975, 
there is no prayer to decide a preliminary issue as to whether the enquiry 
conducted by the management is just and fair and that the findings are pro 
per or not and on the other hand they have asserted that they have 
conducted a valid and proper enquiry etc.,. It was also pointed out that 
the petition is belated and is filed with a view to protract the proceedings 
before this Tribunal. - 

21. This court, taking all the facts and circumstances into considera 
tion and also the rulings of the Supreme Court of India reported in 1973 
I LLJ 278 and also in 1972. I LLJ 180 passed its order on 2-8-1975 . In 
the 1972 ruling Their Lordships Justice C. A. Vaidialingam and Justice 
K. K. Mathew have adumbrated the principles to be adopted in such 

Some of the principles observed by Their Lordships are as follows: 
(1) If a domestic enquiry has been held it is open to the 

management to rely upon such enquiry in the first instance 
and alternatively and without prejudice to its plea that the 
enquiry is proper and binding simultaneously adduce addi 
tional evidence before the Tribunal justifying its action . In 
such a case no inference can be drawn , without anything 

more, that the management has given up its enquiry . 
(2 ) When the management relies on the enquiry and also simul 

taneously adduces evidence before the Tribunal without 
prejudice to its plea that the enquiry is proper , it is the duty 
of the Tribunal in the first instance to consider whether the 
enquiry is valid or proper . If it is satisfied the enquiry was 
proper the question of considering the evidence before it on 
merits no longer survives. It is only when the Tribunal 
holds the enquiry was not properly held it derives jurisdiction 
to consider the evidence adduced before it and decide on the 

basis of such evidence. 
This Tribunal has also discussed about the ruling passed by His Lord 
ship Justice Chandrasekhara Menon on 21st of January 1975 reported 
in 1975 (1) I.L.R. Kerala Series on page 664 . In this ruling His 
Lordship was following the afore-mentioned ruling of the Supreme Court. 

22 . In the light of these rulings this Tribunal has passed an order 
in the afore -mentioned petition holding that it is only just and reasonable 
to direct the management to adduce any fresh evidence which they deem 
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to be necessary in support of the charges against the worker without pre 
judice to their contentions that the enquiry is proper and binding and 
the findings thereon are true and correct. In the order it is unambi 
guously observed that this procedure is adopted definitely with a view not 
to protract the adjudication unnecessarily . 

23. Now , since the Management, was given ample opportunity to 
adduce fresh evidence at any length , in order to substantiate their case in 
support of the enquiry held by them and since the Management has 
adduced evidence through four witnesses and marked 32 : documents on 
their side, the plea of " prejudice " by the learned counsel of the Manage 
ment, much after the completion of the adjudication , is utterly baseless and 
without any bona fides. Further, if at all the management was prejudiced 
by the passing of the order by this Tribunal on 2-8-1975 , there was no 
bar for them to file an original petition before the Hon ble High Court 
of Kerala immediately after the order was passed . But after keeping 
reticent for more than an year , the plea of the learned counsel for the 
Management that the Management is prejudiced by the order dated 
2-8-1975 , in his argument notes, can only be considered to have been 
made with some ulterior motive . Anyhow , since the plea is without any 
basis it is rejected as unworthy of consideration . 

24. According to the observations of Their Lordships of the Supreme 
Court of India , as well as of the Hon ble High Court of Kerala , since the 
Management has simultaneously adduced fresh evidence without prejudice 
to their plea that the enquiry was held fairly and properly , the first duty 
cast on me is to go into the enquiry proceedings and find out whether a 
valid and proper enquiry was held ; and only thereafter , the evidence 
adduced afresh by the Management, need be gone into . 

/ 
25. Before going into the question of validity of the enquiry the facts 
and circumstances of the case just before the enquiry may be looked into . 
Admittedly Shri Joseph Joy is an undergraduate, who was appointed as 
Accountant-cum -Salesman in the Society in the year 1968. After the 
successful completion of the probation period , he was confirmed in the post . 
According to the workman he was promoted as an Accountant during 
July 1969 and his salary was raised from Rs. 165 to Rs. 185 per mensem in 
the scale of Rs. 90-5-100-6-190 . According to him the post of Accountant 
was equated with the post of Manager in the establishment and on 18-3-1971 
hewas transferred as Manager of the Consumer Textiles Wing of the Society . 
It is admitted by the Management that he was appointed as the Manager of 
the consumer textiles wing on 18-3-1971. But without taking charge as 
Manager of the consumer textiles wing, Shri Joseph Joy has applied for 
privilege leave for one month and has gone on leave with effect from 
20-3-1971 to 20-4-1971. During this period of privilege leave, the Manage 
ment Society abolished the post of Accountant and cancelled the posting of 
Joseph Joy as Manager of the textiles wing and a post of Accountant-cum 
Salesman was left vacant for Shri Joseph Joy as and when he returned from 
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leave. According to the workmin he was actually reverted as Accountant 
cum -Salesman from the post of Manager , But according to the Manage 
ment he was only transferred from the Manager s place to the Accountant 
cum -Salesman s place. Whatever it may be, the net result was that 
Shri Joseph Joy who was appointed as "Manager of the textile wing was 
posted as Accountant-cum -Salesman under another ,Manager of the textile 
wing when he returned after his leave on 20-4-1971. Yet Shri Joseph Joy 
joined the service as Accountant-cum - Salesman on 20-4-1971. It is affirmed 
by the workman that he has joined so , under protest. But the Management 
would say that he has not submitted any written protest as such. Now , 
although Shri Joseph Joy has joined the service as Accountant-cum -Salesman 
on 20-4-1971 after his leave, he could not continue in the post, not even for 
a period of 30 days, since he was suspended from service on 19-5-1971. This 
suspension order was issued to Shri Joseph Joy by the then President 
Mr. V. V. Joseph, on the basis of a complaint submitted by the Manager of 
the Textile Wing Shri Mathai. Ext.Mi is the copy of the complaint. The 
workman has emphatically asserted that he was never given a copy of 
Ext. Ml complaint at any time, upto the moment the copy was produced 
before this court. It is more or less admitted by the Management that copy 
of Ext. MI was not furnished to Shri Joseph Joy. It has to be noted that 
the whole procedure of the enquiry was based on Ext. Mi complaint. 
Therefore Ext. MI should be given an equivalent position to that of a suit 
document in a civil case or a first information report in a criminal case . 
But admittedly the copy of Ext. Ml was never given to the aggrieved 
workman against whom the enquiry was conducted . 

26. It is interesting to note that the learned counsel for the Manage 
ment has misconceived about the allegation that the workman was not 
furnished with the copy of the complaint submitted by the Manager of the 
textile wing. In his argument notes at page 3 he has asserted that the 
contention of the workman and his counsel that he did not receive the 
charge- sheet Ext. M3 is utterly incorrect since the workman himself has 
submitted his explanation Ext. M4 after receiving the same. He has written 
in the argument notes as follows : 

“ The Advocate for the worker concerned, in his argument notes 

and the worker in his deposition submitted that he did not 
receive the charge Ext. M3. But he forgets for a moment that 
on 5-6-1971 by Ext. M4 he has submitted his explanation , and 
in Ext. M4 he acknowledges the charge Ext. M3. Here again 
the various allegations in the claim statement, evidence and 
argument notes regarding the allegation of not serving the charge 

sheet, falls to the ground in the face of Ext. M4." 
From the afore-mentioned arguments it can be seen that it is quite un 
fortunate that the learned counsel for the Management has misunderstood 
the contentions of the workman . The workman has never contended and 
his counsel has never argued that the Management has not issued him a 
charge - sheet. But the contention was that he was never given either the 
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original or copy of Ext. Mi report submitted by the Manager of Textiles 
Wing which as I have stated above is the most important document in this 


case . 


27. Now regarding the validity of the enquiry, held by the Manage 
ment, my findings are as follows: 

The enquiry was held on 14-7-1971 aſter issuing the charge -sheet 
to the workman (Ext. M3) and receiving his explanation (Ext. M4). In 
the enquiry three witnesses were produced by the Management who were 
M /s. Peeli Varkey, M. T. Joseph, Secretary of the Society and K.M.Mathai, 
Textile Manager , The original enquiry proceedings are not produced 
before this court. The records concerning the enquiry proceedings, which 
are 

produced before this court are the copies of depositions of 
M /s. K. M. Mathai, Peeli Varkey and M. T. Joseph and also a written 
direction of the President and the statement of workman Joseph Joy. The 
copy of the deposition of Shri K. M. Mathai, Textile Manager is marked 
as Ext. M2 before this court. The copy of the deposition of Shri Peeli 
Varkey a d Shri M. T Joseph were marked as Exts. M5 and M6 respec 
tively . The direction of the President is Ext. M7 and the statement of 
Joseph Joy is marked as Ext. M8 . These are the only copies of the records 
concerning the enquiry proceedings produced before this court. Over and 
above this the copy of the dismissal order issued by the President also is 
marked as Ext. M9. On a perusal of the concerned records, which are 
produced before the court, as those in connection with the enquiry procee 
dings, it is seen that the ordinary formalities of an enquiry are not complied 
with , by the president who was the enquiry officer. The three witnesses 
were neither examined in chief by the enquiry officer or any other body 
representing the Management, nor were any statements purporting to be 
that of the witne ses were produced in the enquiry and made available to 
the deliquent workman so that he could cross- examine these witnesses on the 
basis of the same. In fa t these witnesses were placed before the deliquent 
workman and he was asked to examine them . To meet the ends of justice 
the enquiry officer should have made available to the deliquent workman 
the complaints or the statements furnished by these witnesses before the 
Management on the basis of which the deliquent workman was suspended 
from service with effect from 19-5-1971 . Admittedly Shri R. M. Mathai, 
Textile Manager, has submitted a complaint before theManagement which 
as I have mentioned above , is the most important document in this case. 
Even this complaint was notmade ailable the deliquent wokman at the 
time of the examination of Shri K. M. Mathai in the enquiry . It is seen 
that Shri Juseph Joy has simply asked certain questions to these witnesses. 
On a perusal of Ext. M2 deposition of Shri K. M.Mathai, it is seen that he 
was avoiding and evading the answers to certain questions deliberately. 
For a pointed question whether the witness in the capacity of the Manager 
has at any time sought for any explanation from the deliquent workman 
for the alleged misconducts, Shri Mathai has answered that he has 
already answered the question . In fact he has never answered any such 
question . When again pursued by the deliquent workman by asserting that 
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the Manager has not demanded any written explanation from the deliquent 
workman the witness has answered that he has submitted to "he head office . 
It is surprising to note that this witness Shri Mathai who mustae considered 
to be the star witness of the Management, has been refusing to answer 
several questions put to him by the delinquent workman . The concerned 
portion of the examination is as follows:

At the fag end of the examination the witness has deposed that he has 
answered all questions, when he was confronted with the fact that he has 
not been answering questions 8 to 12 : The enquiry officer could have inter 
ceded in this case and directed the witness to answer the questions put by 
the delinquent workman , properly . But it is seen that the enquiry officer 
was kceping mum and the whole atmosphere was more or less hostile 
towards the delinquent workman . 

28. Similarly Ext. M5 is the copy of the deposition of Peeli Varkey. 
On a perusal of the deposition it cannot be seen that on any occasion the 
" So -called petition of Mr. Peeli Varkey was produced and made available to 
the delinquent workman . 

29. Ext. M6 is the copy of the deposition of ShriM. T. Joseph , the 
Secretary of the Society . On a perusal of the deposition it is seen that the 
delinquent workman Joseph Joy has been asking about the marking of the 
attendance register on 14-5-1971, 15-5-1971 and 17-5-1971. The allegation 
of the Management is that the delinquent workman has not been marking 
attendance on these days. But on 18-5-1971 he has marked the attendance 
altogether. The attendance register is not seen to have been produced in 
the enquiry . Thus an opportunity was not given to the workman to disprove 
the allegation . Of course , since the attendance register was not produced, 
the so -called manipulation was also could not be proved . 

30. Ext. M7 is the copy of a statement of the enquiry officer. This 
statement is not seen to have been signed by the delinquent workman 
although he has signed all the other papers. The statement is as follows:

From Ext. M7 it cannot be seen that the delinquent workman was given an 
opportunity to examine his own witnesses and to adduce his evidence to 
disprove the allegations. In fact no such opportunity is seen to have been 
given . Further, the authenticity of Ext. M7 cannot be believed as long as 
it is not seen to have been signed by the delinquent workman also . 

GA. 282/J 
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31. Ext. M8 is the explanation submitted by the delinquent workman 
Joseph Joy in which he has categorically affirmed that inspite of his 
request to sppoint an impartial officer of the Co-operative Department to 
be the enquiry officer or at least allow such a person to be present in the 
enquiry , it was not granted by the President Shri V.V. Joseph . He has 
also pointed out that the enquiry was only a farce. 

32 . From the fore going facts regarding the enquiry proceedings, on 
any stretch of imagination I cannot come to the conclusion that a just and 
proper enquiry was conducted by the enquiry officer Shri V. V. Joseph, 
who is none other than the President of the Society , who has himself, 
suspended the workman from service and issued the charge-sheet and 
discarded the explanation submitted by him us unsatisfactory.. It has also 
to be noted that the enquiry officer himself is one of the aggrieved persons 
since one of the charges is that the workmen was vilifying and vituperating 
against the office bearers, including the President. Thus the President of 
the Society was one of the Complainants, the Prosecutor , the Judge and the 
punishing authority . It has also to be noted that it is on the basis of these 
circumstances that the delinquent workman requested for the presence of 
an impartial officer of the Co-operative Department in the enquiry, which 
was ruthlessly rejected by the enquiry officer , President, Shri V. V. Joseph . 

33. Taking all these facts and circumstances into consideration I 
have no hesitation to come to the conclusion , that the enquiry was, indis 
putably, conducted in violation of the principles of natural justice. The 
point is found accordingly : 

34. Now that I have found that the enquiry was not validly or 
properly conducted I am duty bound to refer to and discuss about the 
evidence adduced by the Management afresh , before me. The Management 
has examined four witnesses before this court who are M /s K. M.Mathai, 
(Textile Manager ), V. V. Joseph (President), K.M. Jose, the present 
President and M. T. Joseph, the Secretary of the concerned Co-operative 
Society . It is interesting to note that inspite of ample opportunities given 
to the Management the Management did not examine Peeli Varkey, who 
was examined in the enquiry as No. 2 witness . Similarly the Management 
did not produce P. P. Varghese, another person , who is also alleged to 
have submitted a petition against the delinquent workman regarding with 
drawal of money from the concerned Co -operative Bank. As per Ext. M3 
charge-sheet there are only 5 charges altho gh there were 7 charges as per 
Ext. Ml complaint. Since we are confirmed to only the charges as per the 
charge- sheet I am itled to dealwith the 5 charges only . 

35 ... The first charge is that Shri Joseph Joy has persuaded and pres 
surised Shri Peeli Varkey,member No. 383 to withdraw his deposits and to 
hand over the same to the delinquent workman . As I have mentioned 
above the Management did not consider it worth while to examine Peeli 
Varkey before this court as one of the witnesses. No petition purporting to 
have been filed by Shri Peeli Varkey was ever produced before this court. 
In fact nothing was asked about this allegation to Shri Joseph Joy himself 
when he was examined before this court as ww1 inspite of the lengthy 
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cross-examination of him by the learned counsel for the Management. 
Therefore, it is only just and reasonable on my part to come to the conclu 
sion that the Manègement has dropped the first charge from the charge 
sheet Ext. M3. Now , even if they have not dropped the same, they have 
not add iced an iota of evidence to substantiate the said charge against the 
workman . Therefore I find that the first charge in the charge-sheet is not 
proved at all. 

36 . Charge No. 2 is regarding the activities of the delinquent 
workman within the textile shop du ing the period from 20-4-1971 to 
19-5-1971, " The allegations are that the workman was not working 
properly in the textile shop , that he was during the accounting work of a 
cinema theatre in which he was inte ested during the working hours, that 
he was not paying any heed to the customers and the sales of the textiles , 
that he was sleeping in the textile shop during working hours, that on 
8-5-1971 he has not specified the prices of umbrella and entered the same 
in the stock, inspite of the Manager s instruction and that he was utilising 
the paper covers in the shop for calculation of accounts regarding the 
theatre and misusing the same. To substantiate the allegatio as per 
charge No. 2 and prove the same the Management has examined the 
Textile Manager Shri Mathai as Mwl. It has to be noted that ShriMathai 
was the Manager of the textile wing at the time when the delinquent 
workman Shri Joseph Joy was transferred on 18-3-1971 as Textile Manager . 
Thus Shri Mathai had to give way to Shri Joseph Joy, had Sri Joseph 
Joy decided to take charge. But admittedly Shri Joseph Joy did not take 
charge since according to Shri Joseph Joy the Management has not made 
any stock verification in the textile shop , inspite of his request and Shri 
Joseph Joy had gone on leave with effect from 20-3-1971 for a period of one 
month . It has also to be noted that it was during the period of leave of 
Shri Joseph Joy , reorganisation and readjustment of the staff pattern in 
the Society took place and accordingly Shri Joseph - Joy was 
posted as Accountant-cum -Salesman and Shri K. M.Mathai retained his 
post as Manager. From these facts it can be gathered that Shri Joseph Joy 
was more or less a menace to Shri K M. Mathai who would have been 
sent out of his position as Manager had Shri Joseph Joy took charge as per 
the order dated 18-3-1971 . It is only natural that ShriK.M. Mathai, who 
is admittedly having much less qualification than Shri Joseph Joy , will not 
have a cordial relationship with Shri Joseph Joy, because of the fact that 
at any time Shri Joseph Joy might be given his due place by which 
Shri K. M.Mathai will be asked to step down. In the light of these 
circumstances the action and the version of Shri K. M.Mathai are to be 
taken into consideration . It is all the more necessary, since the Manage 
ment has not adduced any other evidence by examining any independent 
witness to prove this charged , other than Shri K.M.Mathai whose testimony 
can be considered only as highly interested . In the Chief Examination as 
MWI he has admitted that he has given a report against Shri Joseph Joy 
on 15-5-1971 (Ext. MI) in which he has stated that Shri Joseph Joy 
was working against the interest of the textile shop, that he was not 
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writing the accounts and that he was not entering the sale prices of the 
textile purchased from the shop etc.,. He has pointed out that Shri 
Joseph Joy was interested in a theatre in . Vazhithala , and has added that 
Shri Joseph Joy was preparing the accounts of the theatre during working 
hours sitting in the textile shop. But he would say that he did not 
remember the name.of the theatre. He has deposed further as follows: 

" Ext. Ml report- o mond eco2007 10030000.299301015 /me .

From the foregoing deposition it can be gathered that Shri 
K.M.Mathai has no case that the President of the Society had made a 
preliminary enquiry as claimed by the President. 
37. In the cross -examination he has deposed during as follows: 
" Les: Ext. Mi report. I have not specified the name of the 

cheatre. But there is only one theatre . in Vazhithala . I have 
not produced any record to show that Shri Joseph Joy was 
writing the accounts of the theatre within textile shop . Ext. 
Ml has given to the Secretary , I do not know whether he has 
made any enquiry on the same. Do you know whether a copy 
of Ext. Mi report was given to the workman seeking, his 

explanation ? (A ) I do not knov.. 
From the foregoing deposition it can be gathered that the Complainant 
himself is unaware whether the Secretary has made any enquiry or whether 
a copy of his complaint has been given to the workman . Regarding the 
attendance register he has deposed that when an employee is absent he 
will be marked as " leave " if there is a leave application and marked as 
" absent” if he is not present. Regarding the posting of Joseph Joy as 
Manager in the textile shop he has deposed as follows: 

An order was issued to Shri Jose , h Joy on 18-3-1971 
posting him as Manager of the Consumer Textiles in my place . 

was transferred to the office. You did not like the same, is it 
not ? ( A ) It cannot be said that I did not like it . But he has 

not come to take charge from me. 
Here also it can be seen that Shri K. M.Mathai was not quite happy 
in giving over his place to Joseph Joy who is an younger man and better 
qualified than himself . But with alecrity he has continued his version that 
Shri Joseph Joy did not come for taking charge from him . 

38. At any rate this witness has not adduced any reliable evidence 
regarding the allegations niade by him other than his own bald statement, 
that Shri Joseph Joy was working against the interest of the Society , that 
he was writing the accounts of a theatre within the shop , that he was sleeping 
over the textiles during working hours etc., 
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39. Taking all the facts and circumstances into consideration I 
declare that it will be highly dangerous on my part to depend upon this 
witness and to believe his version , and hold that it will be a travesty of 
justice on my part to believe this witness, who is the only person who has 
brought out such allegations as mentioned above and who is the only person 
who will be benefited by the ousting of Sri Joseph Joy from service. Since 
the Management has not adduced any reliable evidence on the charges 
mentioned as No. 2 in the charge-sheet, charge No. 2 also . falls to the 
ground and is declared as not proved . 

40. Charge No. 3 in Ext. M3 charge-sheet is that, on 24-4-1971 and 
8-5-1971 Shri Joseph Joy has vilified and vituperated against the Manag 
ing Committee Members and the Secretary of the Society during working 
hours in the textile shop . On a meticulous scrutiny of the deposition of 
MWI Shri K. M Mathai it is seen that he has nothing to say about 
charge No. 3. Neither in the chief nor in the cross-examination he has at 
any time stated anything about the vituperations of the delinquent 
workman against the Managing Committee Members and the Secretary of 
the Society much less on the specified dates, viz ., 24-4-1971 and 8-5-1971 . 
On a perusąl of the deposition it is seen that he has stated that he has given 
all the details in Ext. Mi report, which according to him is submitted on 
15-5-1971. As I have mentioned above Ext.Mi report has not seen the 
light of the day , as far as Shri Joseph Joy is concerned and only after the 
production of the alleged copy of the same before this Tribunal, it has come 
to the knowledge of the workman . On a reading of Ext. Miit can be 
seen that almost at the fag end of the report it is stated by MW1 as 
follows:

From the foregoing sentence one cannot gather that Shri Joseph Joy was 
vilifying the Managing Committee Members ard the Secretary on 24-4-1971 
and 8-5-1971 as alleged in the charge-sheet. It is baffling to note, 
from where the President has obtained the said dates of 24-4-1971 and 
8-5-1971 . At any rate the most importa t witness i. e ., MW1 has not 
stated any dates in his report Ext. Mi which is the first and the foremost 
document regarding the alleged misconducts of Shri Joseph Joy when he 
was working for the period of 29 days between 20-4-1971 to 19-5-1971 as 
Accountant-cum -Salesman in the textile shop . 

41. In the deposition of MW2 Shri V. V. Joseph , the President of 
the Sociсty, he has deposed in the chief examination as follows:

From the aforementioned deposition of MW2, it can be seen that he has 
admitted that the allegation under charge No. 3 is only as per · hearsay: 
In fact, he has not deposed anything about the allegation that Shri 
Joseph Joy was vilifying the Managing Committee Members and the 
Secretary on 24-4-1971 and 8-5-1971 as alleged in the charge No. 3. On 
the other hand he has said that Joy was referring to him as No. 736 . 
In any sense of the matter , the reference to a member of the Society who 
may be even the President or Secretary, as number so and so of the 
Society, cannot be considered as vilification. Further, MW2 the President 
of the Society has not made any reference to any vilification by Joseph 
Joy of any other member of the Managing Committee or the Secretary 
as is alleged in the charge. 

42. MW3, Shri K. M. Jose is the present President of the Society 
He has deposed nothing about the charges as a whole, much less about 
charge No. 3 . 

43. MW4 Shri M. T. Joseph is the Secretary of the Society . He has 
not deposed anything either in the chief or in the cross- examinations : 
regarding charge No. 3. In the cross-examination he has deposed as 
follows: 

" ...... Ext. Mi report was submitted by MW1Mathai. I have 
made enquiries about the report. I have questioned those who were present . 
I have questioned the tailor Kanmoni and Gopalan and one or two others, 
I have not obtained a written statement from each of them . Gopalan is 
even now working in the Society. Kanmoni is alive. The result of my. 
enquiry was given to the President in writing. That was during May 1971 . 
I do not remember the date . That record is in our office. That is not 
produced before court. The President hasmade an enquiry. He has also 
questioned the relevant people. He has not conducted an enquiry in 
writing . I have not participated in that enquiry. I do not know whether 
Joy was included in the enquiry . I do not know whether any explanation 
was sought from Joy by the President. I usually take part in the Board 
meeting . The proceedings are written by me. I know Peeli Varkey , 
who is a Bank depositor since ten years. He has not given any written 
Complaint to me. He has given complaint to the President. There is 
record to show the same. That is not produced before court . 

From the afort-mentioned deposition of MW4 the Secretary of the 
Society , any reasonable person can gather that the Secretary is simply 
referring to personal enquiries made by him although themanagement itself 
has no such case, but has admitted unambiguously that no relevant records 
are produced before court not only regarding the so-called enquiry 
conducted by him but also regarding the so-called preliminary enquiry 
conducted by the President. Similarly he has also admitted that no record 
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regarding the alleged complaint of Peely Varkey is produced before court, 
Thus it can be seen that the management has been deliberately witholding 
the records, if at all there were any, which would have clinched the issue 
even regarding the vituperations alleged to have been made by the delin 
quentworkman against the Board Members and the Secretary 

- 44. Thus on any stretch of imagination I cannot come to the conclu 
sion that the management has proved their allegation that the delinquent 
workman Joseph Joy was vituperating against the Board Members and the 
Secretary of the Society either on 24-4-1971 or on 8-5-1971 or on any other 
date. Therefore, I hereby declare that charge No. 3 also could not be 
proved by the management. 

45 Charge No. 4 as per Ext. M3 charge-sheet, is that Shri Joseph Joy 
has notmarked his attendance on 14-5-1971, 15-5-1971 and 17-5-1971 and 
without the permission or knowledge of the Secretary he has marked all the 
afore-said days attendance on 18-5-1971, without giving any explanation and 
that although he was present on 8-5-1971 he has deliberately refrained 
from marking his attendance and thus committed indiscipline. 

Even in the enquiry proceedings, admittedly, the attendance register 
was not produced and none of the three witnesses examined in the enquiry 
could clarify how the attendance was marked by the delinquent workman 
for all the days together on 18-5-1971. Of course none of them have 
deposed that Joseph Joy has forcibly opened the office room at any time and 
have done the alleged mischief. Regarding the evidence adduced before 
this court, MWI Shri K. M.Mathai has not deposed anything in connection 
with charge No. 4 in his chief examination . In the cross -examination he 
has deposed as follows:

From the foregoing deposition it is clear that if the employee is absent on 
leave " leave" will bemarked in the attendance register and if he is absent 
without leave " absent” will be marked in the attendance register. Of course , 
MWI has not categorioally answered the question whether he was having 
the custody of the attendance register on 14-5-1971, 15-5-1971, 17-5-1971 
and 18-5-1971. He was not aware of the dates. 

46. Similarly MW2 Shri V. V. Joseph , the former Presidentof the Society 
has not deposed anything regarding charge No. 4 in the chief examination , 
except as follows: 
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“ 4-9 . 19027607 007 ONLAŞ07 Dowdamuºmo Dom2179jme 

മാർക്ക്ചെയ്യാത്തതും ചെയ്തതും കാണിച്ചുതന്നിട്ടുണ്ട് . 
He has not added anything more. The case of the management is that the 
delinquent workman has marked all the attendance together on 18-5-1971 . 
So there was no question of non -marking of the attendance on those days. 
But the President has not deposed how Shri J seph Joy has marked 
attendance for 4 days together. At any rate , even MW2, could not prove 
the allegation as per charge No. 4 . 

47. MW3 Shri K. M. Jose has deposed nothing about charge No. 4 
also . 

48. MW4 the Secretary has not deposed anything regarding charge 
No. 4 in his chief examiation . In the cross- examination he has deposed 
as follows: 

“ Before the enquiry against Joy was conducted , how many 

attendance registers were there in your office ? (A ) Two 
attendance registers, one in the Store section and the other in 
the office section . I do not remember whether the two 
attendance registers were maintained before 14-7-1971 or after 
14-7-1971. The attendance registers were in my custody . On 
14-5-1971, 15-5-1971 , 17-5-1971 and 18-5-1971 there was one 
attendance register and that was in your possession , can you deny ? 
( A ) I cannot deny . In this attendance register the name of Joy 
was there, can you deny ? (A ) I cannot deny . When they 
come for work in the morning they put their signature in the 
attendance register either in front ofme or in front of the person 
to whom I give charge. They put a cross in the column. When 
they come late, late mark is made. If they do not come for 
work up to 10 a . m . they will be marked as absent. On 14 , 15 
and 17 did you do such things ? (A ) No. What is the reason 
for the same? (A ) On 14-5-1971. I was on leave. On 15-5-1971 
I have gone to Ernakulam on duty . 16-5-1971 was Sunday . 
On 17-5-1971 I have seen that Joy has not marked his attend 
ance . On these days the charge was with the Asst. Secretary . 
The attendance register was in his possession . Did you produce 
that attendance register in the enquiry conducted on 14-7-1971 ? 
( A ) The President has not de nanded the same and so it was 
not produced . The key of the office will be handed over to the 
Textiles Manager by the Attender after closing the office. If an 
employee is not marking his attendance what will you do ? 
( A ) Such an incident has not taken place . Has such an 
incident taken place regarding Joy ? (A ) The President has 
asked such a question orall , From 14-5-1971 to 18-5-1971 or 
thereafter nobody has unauthorisedly opened the office according 

to my knowledge.... 
From the foregoing deposition of MW4, the Secretary of the Society, 
it is seen that the Secretary was blowing hot and cold in order to suit his 
convenience . Atthe outset he has deposed that he cannot deny when it is 
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said that there was only one attendance register during 14-5-1971, 15-5-1971 , 
17-5-1971 and 18-5-1971 and that was in his powsession . Later on , he would 
say that on 14-5-1971 he was on leave, on 15-5-1971 he has gone to 
Ern kulam and on 16-5-1971, was Sunday. He has also added that on 
17-5-1971 he has seen that Joy has notmarked the attendance. " It was 
then he declared that on those days the charge was given to the Asst. 
Secretary. The Aset. Secretary is not produced and examined . If the 
attendance register was in the possession of the Secretary or the Asst . 
Secretary there was no reason why they have not entered any remarks 
abrut Joseph Joy on the concerned dates. Further , MW4 himself has 
admitted that nobody has unauthorisedly opened the office from the 
period from 14-5-1971 to 18-5-1971 or thereafter. Therefore the Secretary 
himself has d nied the charges alleged against the delinquent workman 
that he has unauthorisedly mạrked his attendance on , a gross basis on 
18-5-1971 . 

49. Thus taking all the facts and circumstances into consideration 
have no hesitation come to the conclusion that charge No. 4 is 
utterly baseless and made without any bona fides and cannot be considered 
as valuable even as the paper on which it is written . Therefore I find 
: that charge No. 4 also is not proved by the Management. 

50. Charge No. 5 is that Shri Joseph Joy has misinformed Shri, 
P. P. Varghese No. 615 of the Sociciy , that the Bank was in need of 
money and utilised the amount of prized chitty belonging to Shri 
P. P. Varghese , for his own use . 

Regarding this charge the President of the Society Shri V. V. Joseph 
has himself stated in the dismissal order as follows :

മറെറാരു ചാർജ് . ഇക്കാര്യത്തിന് ( ശീ , വർഗ്ഗീസ് സ്റേറററ്മെൻറ 
തന്നുവെങ്കിലും നോട്ടീസയച്ചിട്ടും ടിയാൻ എൻക്വയറി തീയതിയിൽ ഹാജരാ 
കാത്തതുകൊണ്ടും ഹാജരാകാൻ കഴിയാത്തതിന്റെ കാരണം അറിയിക്കാത്തതു 
കൊണ്ടും . ടിയാൻറ പരാതി : ശരിയല്ലെന്ന് വിചാരിക്കേണ്ടിയിരിക്കുന്നു . 

ചാർജ്ജം തെളിയിക്കുന്നതിന് ടി സാക്ഷിയുടെ തെളിവ 
ആവശ്യമാണ്. എന്നാൽ ടിയാന് എൻക്വയറിക്ക് വരാത്തതുകൊണ്ട് ടി കാര്യ 
ത്തിന് തെളിവൊന്നും ഇല്ലാതെയാണിരിക്കുന്നത്. അക്കാരണത്താൽ 5-ാമത്തെ 
ചാർജജം തെളിയിക്കപ്പെട്ടിട്ടില്ല . 
Therefore it is admitted by the Management that charge No. 5 is not 
proved. 

51. Thus on an anxic us consideration of the evidence adduced by the 
Management afresh , before this Tribunal, I am cor strained to come to the 
" onclusion that none of the 5 charges are proved by the Management. 

52. In the light of the afore-mentioned discussion ard the findings 
entered into by me, I have to deal with point No. 3 raised by the lear, ed 
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counsel for the workman , i. e., whether the action of the Management is 
motivated by victimisation or unf ir labour practice . In the light of 
discussions already made by me, it is only just and reasonable on my part 
to declare that the action of the Management is motivated by victimisation 
and unfair labour practice. The following facts . will further strengthen 
the aforc-mentioned findings arrived at by me: 


Admittedly Shri Joseph Joy is more academically qualified than either 
the President Mr. V. V. Joseph or the Secretary Mr. M. T. Joseph who 
have studied up to only 8th and 7th classes respectively. Admittedly Shri 
Joseph Joy was appoirted as Accountant- cum -Salesman on a salary of 
Rs. 165 in the year 1968. After the successful completion of the probation 
period he was confirmed and after one year he was promoted as an Accountant 
on a salary of Rs. 185 per mensem . As per the evidence adduced by thework 
man , w ich is unrebut ed by the Management, he was drawing salary in the 
scale of Rs. 90-5-100-6-190 as Accountant and the post was equated with that 
of the Manager. On 18-3-1971 the Accountant Shri Joseph Joy was transferred 
as Manager of the Textile Shop of the Society on the same salary. But he has 
not taken charge because no stock verification was done by the Management 
as per his request and has entered into one month s privilege leave ranging 
from 20-3-1971 to 20-4-1971 Admittedly it was during this period the post of 
Accountantwas abolished and the posting of Shri Joy as Manager of Textile 
Shop was cancelled , thus allowing the original Manager MW1 Shri 
K. M.Mathai to continue as such in the textile shop. All these facts are 
borne out of evidence. But it is interesting to note the version of MW2 
Shri V. V. Joseph, the President of the Societv, who has dismissed the 
delinquent workman from service, which is as follows: 


On 18-3-1971 did the Society appoint Joy as the 
Manager of the textile wing ? . ( A ) I do not remember and I do 
not remember whether he has taken charge as Manager. When 
Joy was appointed as the Manager did he ask for stock verifica 
tions ? ( A ) I do not remember. Joy has applied for privilege 
leave from 20-3-1971 to 20-4-1971 and it was granted , is it not 
( A ) I do not remember . When Joy returned after the comple 
tion of the leave was the appointment as Manager cancelled ? 
(A ) I do not remember . You have cancelled the appointment as 
Manager without assigning any reason whatsoever ? (A ) I do 
not remember . Without any reason the cader of Accountant in 
which Joy was placed was abolished , is there any reason for 
abolishing the post of Accountant ? (A ) It was the Accountant 
of Store and that place was abolished , 

After 
abolishirg the Accountant s place you have reverted Joy as Acco 
untant-cum - Salesman , is it not ? Have you stated any reason for 
reversion ? (A ) When there was a vacancy we have appointed 
Joy in the place . I do not know whether the reason for reversion 
was intimated to Joy.... 
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From the afore -mentioned deposition of 
reasonable person can come to the only conclusion that here is a person who 
is extremely timid when confronted with the truth and is hiding himself 
under the answer " I do not remember" . Yet the truth has come out by the 
meticulous cross- examination of the learned counsel for the workman , when 
Shri V.V. Joseph I as admitted unambiguously that he does not know 
whether the reason for reversion was intimated to Joy. It is also interesting 
to note that this witness was very reluctant in admittting about even the 
qualification of Joseph Joy in the cross-examination at the outset. Yet he was 
forced to admit as follows : 

.... I think Joy has told me that he has passed Pre-degree. 
A ccording to my knowledge there was no employee in the 

Society who has passed Pre-degee .... 
Thereafter he was again falling into his plea of ignorance as follows: 

.... Do you know that Joy has completed his probation 
period satisfactorily ? (A ) I do not remember Since he has 
completed his probation period satisfactorily he was confirmed 
in the year 1968 , is it right ? (A ) It is right to say that he was 
confirmed . Was Joy priimoted as an Accountant during July 
1969 ? ( A ) No. According to my memory there is no record 
to show that in the office. When he was appointed as Accoun 
tant he was given a salary of Rs. 185 per mensem , can you deny ? 
(A ) I do not remember, . For the Accountant the Society has 
fixed a scale of pay which is 90-5-100-6-190, can you deny ? (A ) 
I do not remember . 
As per that report the scale of pay of the Manager and the 
Accountant was the same ? ( A ) I do not remember. That 

scale is 90-190 , is it not ? (A ) I do not know 
53. The cross-examination ofMW2 has started as follows: 

" I h ve studied up to 8th class. I do not know correctly how to 
write and read English . I do not remember the qualifications 
of the SecretaryMT. Joseph . I say that he had no qualifica 
tions regarding the Co -operative Societies, is it n t ? A ) I do 
not know . I say tliat s nce he had no qualincation he had 

obtained exemption , is it right ? (A ) I do not know ... 
This wi ness was also questioned in the cross-cxamination further, as 
follows: 

" Have you given the copy or the original of the report to Joy ? 
( A ) I do not remember to have given him ... 

I have not submitted 
any report regarding my pieliminary enquiry to tle Board. In 
Ext.MiJoy has emanded that the enqu.ry should be conducted 
in the resence of a responsible officer. That reqnet wus not 
granicd . I think we have writen to joy that we will not grant 
the same. Can you produce a copy of the same ? ( A ) I cannot 
say now . 
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You have examined three witnesses in the enquiry on 14-7-1971. 
Have you taken their statements earlier ? (A ) I do not 
remember. We have received petitions from Peeli Varkey and 
the Manager. I do not remember whether we have given 
copies of the petitions to Joyſat the time of the enquiry . I have 
not conducted the chief examination of the three witnesses. The 
three witnesses were examined , and I have prepared a report on 
the same day in which I have recorded that Joy must be dismis 
sed from service . Did you place that report before the Board 
and obtain their permission ? ( A ) Yes. Is there any record in 

the Board to show the same ? I do not remember ." 
This witness has even gone to the extent of deposing as follows: 

" I have asked Joy whether he has got any witnesses after 
the examination of the three witnesses. That matter is stated 

in the enquiry . Thereafter Joy submitted E :st. M8 statement" . 
54. At this juncture it is interesting to note that Ext. M7 is the 
concerned staternent . In Ext. M7statement it is stated as follows: 

" ടി കേസ് സംബന്ധിച്ച് സാക്ഷികളെ വിസ്തരിച്ചതുകൂടാതെ 
താങ്കൾക്ക് വല്ലതും പറയുവാനോ, ബോധിപ്പിക്കുവാനോഉണ്ട 

ങ്കിൽ അതിനുളള സമയംകൂടി അനുവദിച്ചിരിക്കുന്നു . 
Of course on a reading of the above sentence it is impossible to come to the 
conclusion that the enquiry officer has asked him whether he has got any 
witnesses to be examined on his side. It is doubtful whether Ext. M7 
statement is authentic or not. As I have already mentioned at the outset, 
the depositions of the three witnesses are countersigned by the di liquent 
workman . But Exc. M7statement is not countersigned by the workman . 

55. At the fag end of the cross -examination this witness has d pused 
further as follows: 

" Is there any evidence to show the Peeli Varkey has withdrawn 
the deposit for and on behalf of Joy ? (A ) . It was not with 
drawn for Joy . The amount which was withdrawn by Peeli 

Varkey was expended for purchasing properties.” 
By this very aom ssion on the part of the Enquiry Offi er,who has dismissed 
Shri J seph J yfio a service, it can be seen ihit the chuige alleg. d againsc 
the linquení workman regarding the affair of Peeli Va:key is ut erly 
baseless and purely false. 

56. MW4 is the Secretary of the Society . On a Gareful apprasal of 
his :worn statement it cu be scen that he was also blowiig hiot a d cold in 
order 10 suit l.is convenience and he was going 1o any extent to prove the 
case agam.st the deli quent workm n . According to him he does not know 
whitler Josep J y has studieu up to P.e-dg.ce whereas ..noth r empl yce 
oue P.K. S.ecdlaran is the employee w.10 has studied up to Prodigree . 
Rega ding the promotion of Shri Joseph Joy as Account..ni the S.c.e.ary 
has deposed as follows: 
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" Was Mr. Joy promoted on July 1969 as Accountant with Rs. 
185 ,as monthly salary ? (A ) I do not remember the date, but 

he was given salary of Rs. 185 on the Accountant s cader .... 
But this witness has admitted that when the post of Accountantwas abolished 
there was a vacancy of Accountant in the Store Wing. Yet he would say 
that Joy was not reverted as Accountant- cum -Salesman , but was transferred . 

57. As I have mentioned earlier the Secretary has got a case that he 
himself has conducted a preliminary enquiry which of course was not 
supported by the Management. 
Regarding the enquiry he has deposed as follows: 

Have you given a written statement to the 
President in the enquiry ? (A ) Yes. Thatwas on 14-7-1971 
itself at the time of the enquiry . I do not know whether I have 
got a copy of the same . 

say that before this court or in the enquiry that file is not 
produced , can you deny? (A ) I can neither deny nor accept 
since I do not remember. MW2 President has deposed before 
court that you have not given any such statement, what do you 

say? ( A ) I have nothing to say.. 
From the foregoing statement of MW4, the Secretary, it an be seen that he 
was uttering utter falsehood and when he was confronted with truth he was 
either pleading ignorance or loss or memory. 

58. Taking all these facts and admissions into consideration any rea 
sonable person can come to the only conclusion that Shri Josep ! Joy was 
much sinned against than sinning, especially by the then President (MW2) 
and Secretary of the Society (MW4) . A person who was holding a 
promotion post as Accountant was admittedly transferred to a Manager s 
post which was on a par with the Accountant s post and within a period of 
one month during which the person was on lea e, he was sent back to the 
origin post in which he was appointed , at the outset, in the year 1968. 
Admittedly the post of Accountant-c.m -Salesman is a post of lower cader 
than that of an Accountant or a Man ger. Yet both the Secretary and the 
Presidentwere shy of admitting that it was a reve sion pure and simple. 
Their case was that it is only a transfer . These actions of the Presidentand 
the Secretary of the Society c.nn ver be consider.d as fair .or just and can 
only be 

considered victimisation pure and simp e . Ag.in 
the case of the de.inquent workman is that MW3 Jose was a relative 
to hm and only because he has persuaded the workman , Ex . M20 le ter 
of apology was submitted by him 10 MW3 in person . O cours , MW - 3 
has categorically denied any persuas on on his part, but in the circumst 
ances of the case credenc cannit be given to the version of MW3. A 
pers n who had been fighting his case from the very beginning and who 
had filed appeals both before the Board as well asihe Assistant Regstrar 
cannot be considered to have filed a letter of aplogy during the pendency 
of these appeals if there was no persuasion or assurance from any authority 
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chat he will be reinstated in service maintajning status quoante . The 
action of the Management after the submission of the letter of apology, 
savors of further victimisation . Ext. M21 is the decision of the Committee 
of the Society on 28-12-1971 . In this resolution they have unanimously 
decided to appoint Shri Joseph Joy afresh in the old post, on condition 
that he should not demand back wages from the date of suspension till the 
date of reinstatement, that he will be posted only in the post in which he 
was at the time of his suspension, and that he should work for the prosperity 
and progress of the Management Establishment. The delinquent workman 
had finally acceded to this instruction and has submitted Ext. M22 letter 
agieeing to the conditions imposed in Ext. M21 and requested the Manage 
ment to reinstate him as early as possible. If the Management had reinstated 
him as per their own decision Ext. M21 , there would have been no case at 
all. But surprisingly the Management has again issued another appoint 
fhent order on 22-2-1972 , the copy of which is marked as Ext . M23 in which 
they have added two more conditions, viz . , that he should deposit all 

to the Bank and he should furnish a security of Rs. 500 for the 
appointment . As per the evidence adduced in this case, admittedly the 
security amount which has been furnished by Joseph Joy at the time 
when he was appointed in the Society in the year 1968 , was with the 
Society and a further demand of security was really an impos tion of 
unjustifiable conditions on Shri Joseph Joy and was humiliating him to the 
atmost . This action of the Management can only be considered as ab 
solute victimisation . 

On the basis of law , equity and good conscience the 
action of the delinquent workman in supplicating before the Labour 
Department for intervention , after the issue of Ext. M23 order, is only just 
and reasonable and quite natural on the part of the genuinely aggrieved 
workman .: As I have already d scussed at the outset, this action of the 
workm.n can never be considered as abandonment of work as alleged by 
the Management, whereas the action of the Management can only be 
conside ed as victimisation and unfair labour practice. Therefore I find 
the thi.d point, specified by the learned counsel for the workman , in 
favour of the workman himself and declare that the action of the Mana 
gement is borne out of victimisation and is a specific example of unfair 
labour practice . 
59. The next point to be considered as per the arguments. of the 

argu 
Jearned counsel for the workman , is whether the dism : ssal of the workman 
is justified or not. I have already discussed and found that the action of 
theMan igement is illegal, unjust and unre sonable and s ) I hereby declare 
that the dismissal of the wurknian can never be justified . 

60. Now , regarding the relief of the workman , the ordinary course is 
to direct the Management to reinstate him in sei vice forthwith with coniis 
nuity of service and with full bark wages. But in the instant case, since 
the Management is a Co -operative Society , I hereby direct the Manage 
ment to re- instate Sri Joseph Jy in service forthwith with continuity of 
service paying him half the wages due 

to him during the period 
of his nun -cnployment. 
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61. I pass iny award in terms specified above and this award shall 
come into force on the expiry of thirty days from the date of its publica. 
tion in the Official Gazette.

4. The examination under the new scheme is intended for the 

following categories of candidates : 


( a ) School candidates presented by Heads of High Schools . 

(b ) Private overaged candidates who have completed 17 years of 
age on 

first of March 1977 [G. O. (Ms.) 105/ 71 /S . Edn . dated 4th 
August 1971 and G. O. (Ms. ) 89/74 /G . Edn . dated 20-5-1974 ). 

(c) Such of the candidates who have failed under any defunct 
scheme either as full course or compartmental. They can appear only 
as full course candidates under the New Scheme. 

(d ) Other private candidates who are appearing for the examination 
for the first time. 

(e) Failed candidates under the New Scheme. 

5. Candidates under the following categories may appear as private 
candidates for the Examination March , 1977 [vide item ( d ) above] : 

(a ) War service personnel who have studied up to Standard X or 
old Form VI of a recognised High School in the State . Persons employed 
in Military Service as distinct from War Service , are not eligible under this 
rule. Candidates coming under this category should produce a certificate 
from the head of the schools in which they had studied to the effect that 
they had studied up to old Form VI or Standard X before they joined War 
Service. Their discharge certificate in original should also be enclosed with 
their applications. They will be allowed to appear only if the discharge 
was not due to moral turpitude on their part. 


(b ) Teachers who possess Rashtra Bhasha Visarad of the Dakshina 
Bharath Hindi Prachar Sabha or Hindi Bhooshana Certificate of the 
Travancore/Kerala Hindi Prachar Sabha or Hindi Vidwan Certificate of 
the Kerala University . (In such cases, certificates in original should be 
attached and their applications should be countersigned by the heads of the 
schools where they are employed at the time of submitting the applications). 

(c) Full time teachers in recognised schools under the Education 
Department and Harijan Welfare Department and Fishery Department who 
have not less than three years of approved service as full time teachers to 
their credit (whether broken or continuous) as on the last date prescribed 
for receipt of applications. Such candidates should attach a Service 
Certificate , obtained from the concerned Educational Officer , with their 
application and the application should be got countersigned by the 
immediate controlling officer . (The Service Certificate should contain the 
details of their service such as full time, from such and such date to such and 
such date, etc.). The applicant should see that the application is submitted 
within the time limit after getting it countersigned , etc. 

(d ) Arabic Teachers who have passed the Afzalul Ulama Examina 
tion or the Arabic Higher Test will be permitted to appear for the 
examination as private candidates. [G. O. Ms. 481/67 / Edn ., dated 20th 
November 1967]. 

(e) Holders of Indian Army Certificate of Education First Class are 
eligible to apply for admission to the examination in the First Language 
only and if successful, they will be declared eligible for Civil Employment 
only. They have to score a minimum of 40 marks for a pass. Their Army 
Certificate , referred to above in original, should accompany the application . 

(f ) Holders of S. S. L. C. of the former Travancore, Cochin , 
Travancore -Cochin or Madras or equivalent are allowed to appear for Hindi 
alone of the examination , if Hindi was not one of the subjects for their 
S. S. L. C. Examination . On securing a minimum of 35 % marks required 
for a pass in the subject, they will be given certificate to that effect. 


6. Private overaged candidates 

Consequent on the discontinuance of the S.S.L.C. Selection Examination 
from 1972 November onwards, such candidates are allowed to appear for the 
S. S. L. C. Examination direct during March April every year as private 
overaged candidates subject to the following conditions [G.O.(Ms.) 105 /71/S . 
Edn . dated 4-8-1971 ] . They will be allowed to appear for the S.S.L.C. 
examination of March 1977 as private overaged candidates under the nero 
scheme only . 

(1) The applicant should have completed 17 years of age on the first 
day of the month of examination (March April) for the first appearance . 
[G.O. (Ms.) 89 /74 /G . Edn . dated 20-5-1974 ). 

(2) . The applicant should produce T. C , in original or extract from 
she Admisgion Register if he/she had attended any school. 
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(3) Those who have not attended any schoolshould produce a certi. 
ficate of age from a Magistrate . 

( 4 ) . The applicant should pay examination fee in full. No exemption 
of any kind will be allowed to any such candidate from payment of exa 
mination fee . 

(5 ) A certificate from the head of the school/centre from where the 
applicant is appearing for the examination to the effect that he /she has tested 
the educational attainment of the pupil and found fit to appear for the 
S.S.L.C. Examination as a private candidate, should be produced with the 
application 

(6) A passport size photo (2 copies (bust alone )] taken within six 
months should also be submitted along with the application and should be 
attested by a gagettod officer of the State , M.P., M. L. A., or heads of 
High or Training Schools. 

(7 ) A certificate to the effect that he/ she is a native of Kerala or 
that he/ she has been a resident in Kerala for the last three years duly signed 
by the Tahsildar may be produced along with the application . 

(8) . An amount of Rs. 2 towards the cost of S. S. L. C. Book should 
be realised from the applicants and remitted into the treasury under the 
proper head . 

(9 ) Separate A and B lists should be prepared in favour of such 
applications and forwarded to this office along with their applications. 

(10 ) Separate admission tickets having the passport size photo of the 
applicants will be issued to them . 

(11) The syllabus and portions to be studied will be , that prescribed 
for the regular students for March April examinations of the year concerned . 

7. The examination under the Old Scheme is intended for the 
following categories of candidates . 

(a ) The examination under the Old Scheme which has become 
defunct by the end of the academic year 1974-75 is intended for those 
candidates who have already appeared for the examination as Full Course 
candidates under the group system in March 1976 and October 1976 or as 
Full Course candidates prior to the introduction of group system or as 
Compartmental Candidates previously under the old scheme and failed . 
This will be the last chance for them for appearing for the examination under the 
Old Scheme. 

(b ) Candidates appearing for the examination under the old scheme 
will be allowed subjectwise compartmental appearance, in case the candida 
tes had not been brought under the Group System but the minimum marks 
for a pass in individual subjects in such cases will continue to be the same 
as that existed prior to the introductions of the Group System . 

(c) Candidates once brought under Group System will not be 
allowed to appear as subjectwise Compartmental Candidates . They can 
appear either as full course candidates under Groun System or us.C. 
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Compartmental candidates. Candidates who had appeared under the 
subjectwise Compartmental system under the Old Scheme can appear as 
Full Course candidates only under Group System . They also can appear as 
Subjectwise Compartmental candidates again if they desire so. 
cannot however appear as “ Groupwise Compartmental Candidates ” . 

(d ) Particular care should be taken while choosing centre. 
be specially noted , for candidates under the Old Scheme centres will be 
allowed only in those schools where centres had been sanctioned for them 
for the S. S. L. C. Examination October 1976 . 

THE CENTRE NUMBER AND THE NAME OF THE CENTRE 
should be correctly noted and they should tally with the number and the 
nameof the Centre in the Notification published . The Centre chosen once 
will not be allowed to be changed subsequently [vide item 20 (c ) below ). 

(e) Private candidates should see that the subjects/group for which 
they appear, are noted very carefully and the prescribed fee is paid 
to the Headmaster of the school which has been chosen by them as Centre 
and formal receipt therefor obtained , within the stipulated time. 

Partial 
payments or inadequate or belated payments will not be accepted on 
any account. 

(f ) Candidates under the Diversified Course appearing for the 
Examination, may note that the subject under first Language Part I and 
Elective subject are separate subjects and should be calculated as such 
for remitting examination fee. 


8. Full Course Groupwise and Compartmental Appearance . 


A. FULL COURSE 


( 1) The first appearance of a candidate for the Examination should 
be as Full Course candidate for all subjects in the New Scheme.. 

(2) Failed S. S. L. C. candidate under any Old (defunct) scheme 
can appear only as Full Course candidate under the New Scheme. But the 
failed candidate of the defunct Diversified Course have to appear as Full 
Course candidates under the Diversified Course of the Old Scheme. If such 
candidates require to appear as Academic Course candidates prior sanction 
of the Commissioner should be obtained for the change and copy of the 
order should be attached with the application . 

(3) Candidates who wish to appear under the scheme of betterment 
of results will be permitted to appear for the examination as Full Course 
candidates under the Old or New Schemes without cancelling previous 
results. 

(4 ) All Private Overaged candidates can appear -as Full Course 
candidates in thc New Scheme, 
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(5 ). Candidates who have passed in any one of the Groups under the Old 
Scheme or the New Scheme are not eligible to appear as Full Course Candidates 
except under the scheme of Betterment of Results. 

B. GROUPWISE COMPARTMENTAL APPEARANCE 

All candidates who have already appeared for the examination 
under the group system either under the New Scheme or under the Old 
Scheme but failed to secure a pass in Group A or Group B or in both the 
groups can appear again as compartmental candidates. But they have to 
appear for all the Subjects /Languages in the group in which they have 
failed . 

( 2) Candidates who have passed in any one of the groups either in 
the Old Scheme or in the New Scheme, are eligible for admission to the 
group in which they have failed . 

They are not eligible for Full Course 
appearance except for betterment of results. 

C. SUBJECT-WISE COMPARTMENTAL APPEARANCE (OLD SCHEME ) 

The candidates under the Old Scheme who have not been brought 
under the Group System and who wish to appear as subjectwise compart 
mental candidates under the Old Scheme will be allowed to do so . 

9. (a ) The applications of private candidates, (failed candidates under 
the existing or defunct scheme) after verification of their S. S. L. C. books, 
need be countersigned by the Heads of the Centres where the candidates 
desire to sit for the examination , instead of countersigning such applications, 
by the heads of the schools where the candidates studied last. In other cases 
the application should be countersigned by a Gazetted Officer of the 
Education Department of the State. 

(b ) In the case of candidates who have already completed the 
course, but were not presented for the Public Examination so far and are 
now appearing for the first timewill be allowed to appear for the examina 
tion under the new scheme only and the Headmaster of the school in which 
such candidates studied last should collect the applications and the prescribed 
examination fees. If that High School is not a centre for the S. S. L. C. 
Examination such applications along with the certificate books, A ad B 
lists chalan , etc., should be forwarded by the Headmaster to the Head of 
the school which is chosen as the centre by the candidate so as to reach him 
on or before the last date prescribed for the receipt of applications. 

Before forwarding the application , S. S. L. C. Book and A and B lists to 
the centre, the Headmaster may also make an entry whether presented or 
not on page 5 below item No. 3 of the S.S.L. C. Book , that the candidate 
is presented for the S. S. L. C. Examination , March 1977 ” . Headmasters 
should take particular care that the S. S. L. C. Book , etc., should not be 
handed over to the candidates of this category.

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(c) Those candidates who completed the course and presented for 
thé examination but withdrawn their candidature with the permission of the 
Department before the commencement of the S. S. L. C. Examination , 
should produce necessary evidence along with the application to prove that 
their candidature was cancelled . In such cases, if the necessary entries are 
not made to that effect in the relevant page of the S. S. L. C. Book , the fact 
should be reported by the Headmaster concerned along with the applica . 
tion . Such candidates should pay the prescribed fees. 

(d ) The candidates who have undergone the prescribed course in 
full in any of the recognised schools in the State and secured minimum 
of 85 per cent of attendance by the end of February as required under 
Rule 7 (2 ) Chapter VII of K. E. R. alone are eligible to appear for the 
examination . However necessary condonation for the shortage of the 
attendance up to the prescribed minimum can be obtained from the 
competent authority concerned . While issuing Admission Tickets for the 
examination the Headmasters should be careful to verify whether the 
above conditions are fully satisfied . Even when they countersign the applica . 
tion of a private candidate this aspect has to be examined , in case his appear. 
ance for the examination is for the first time. 

Headmasters should note that the S. S. L. C. Books of the candidates , 
who have not completed their course and not appeared for the examination , 
should not be handed over to the candidates . 

All pupils who are on the rolls of Std . X on 1-12-1976 should be 
presented for the examination . 

(c) Each private candidate appearing for the examination should 
hand over his /her application form duly filled up along with the S. S. L. C. 
Books and the required examination fee amount in cash , to the Headmaster 
of the school selected by him /her as centre for the examination on or before 
the last date specified . Heads of schools should not receive such applications 
after the last date specified.

1. Government in the letter cited (1) above, directed to revise the seniority list of Junior Employment 
Officers in this Department as on 31-3-1968, in the light of the following : - 

( ) Under the Orders of G.O. (Ms) 110/60 /HLD dated 13-2-1960, the vacancies of Junior Employ 
ment Oficer, have to be filled up by direct recruitment and departmental promotion in the ratió 50 : 50 ; 

( ii ) Under the orders of G.O (Ms) 147 /60 /HLD dated 4-3-1960 read with G O. (Ms) 374A /60 /HLD 
dated 30-11-1960 the vacancies of Statistical Assistants (since equated with Junior Employment Officers ) 
have to be filled up by direct recruitment and promotion in the ratio 1 

1 : 1 ; 
( iii) Under the Orders of G. O. (Ms) 528 /PD dated 20-10-1934 , the ratio of 2 : 1 : 1 aming direct 
recruits, promotees and transfereeshas to be observed ( to be implemented 

as clarified in Government 
letters No. 77711/E4/HLD (E ) Dep rtment dated 28-3-1967 and No. 47432/E4/HLD (E ) Department dated 
26-9-1966 in the ratio of 1 : 1 : 2 ) and ; 

(iv ) Under the Orders in G.0 . (Ms). 273/67/HLD - dated 28-4-1967, the ratio of 1 : 1 between 
direct recruits on the one hand and promotees/ transferees on the other has to be followed . 


2. Observing that the above ratios have not been properly followed in the department and that 
some persons who have been provisionally promoted against vacancies that arose in the Public Servire 
Commission quota have been assigned seniority on the basis of their dates of promotion and also pointing 
out that there are court rulings that the ratio should be linked to seniority , Government have clarified in the 
letter cited ( 1) above read with Government Circular No. 31263 /SD5/75 / PD dated 3rd June 1975 
that - 

(i ) the direct recruits and deparmental hands have to be assigned alternate vacancies in the ratio 
of 1 : 1 starting with a direct recruit where the ratio is 50 : 50 between direct recruts and departmenta 
promotees, and that 

(ii) notional dates of promotion may be assigned to departmental hands taking into account the date : 
of advice of the direct recruits . 

3 . The list is thus revised also in view of the Judgment in O.P. No. 1886/69 and 1974/69 filed by 
S/Shri T. J. Mathai and K. K. Gopalan Acharibefore the Hon ble High Court of Kerala . 

4. Government in their letter read (2 ) above have issued directions to publish the preliminary 
list calling for objections if any but not finalising , it pending decision in 0.P. No. 5600/75 before the 
Hon ble High Court of Kerala . 

5 . Accordingly , the preliminary seniority list of Junior Employment Officers prepared as on 
31-3-1968 , as appended , is issued . Objections, if any, along with documentary evidence in support thereof 
shall reach this Directorate within one month from the date of issue of this letter which is also being 
published in the Kerala Government Gazette . 

6. The headsof offices receiving the objections, if any , will forward them to this Directorate 
within 3 days of the receipt of the same in their offices. It will be the responsibility of the heads of 
offices to arrange for the despatch of and acknowledgements of the preliminary seniority list to those 
officials who are on leave. 

7 . This communication will be acknowledged by return of post .
